The  ex- 
planation  of  a  firebug 
lobbing  a  piece  of  flaming 
plastic  sounded  like  the 
most  obvious  expl anation 


and  seemed  to  tie  in  with 
the  physical  characteris t- 
ics  described.  Obviously 
something  flying  through 
the  air  is  going  to  com- 
bust  better  than  something 
ignited  on  a  fiat  surface. 
If  someone  is  fanatical 
enough  to  lob  ignited 
plastic  about  for  kicks, 
then  perhaps  they  hâve 
also  corne  up  with  a  suit- 
able  spring-loaded  launch- 
ing  device.

While  writing,  I  hâve

I  quote 
from  my  notes:  on  page  37 
of  FLYING  SAUCERS  No.  74, 
Ray  Palmer  clearly  says 
that  he  saw  the  Adamski 
manuscript  in  1943,  when 
he  was  editor  of  ’Amazing 
Stories1.  I  delight  in  re- 
minding  people  that  the 
EAGLE  comic  started  in  the 
UK  in  1950.  The  colour 
cover  cartoon  featured  DAN 
DARE  -  Pilot  of  the  Fut¬ 
ure.  In  the  lead  story, 
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Dan  Dare  met  the  badies, 
the  green  Treens,  who  were 
warring  with  the  goodies, 
tanned,  blond-haired  men, 
(much  like  the  alleged  man 
in  the  Californian  desert) 
who  both  had  high-technol- 
ogy  civilisations  on 
Venus.  "F.  S.  Hâve  Landed" 
was  not  published  until 
late  1953,  and  Adamski  did 
not  claim  the  desert  en- 
counter  with  the  Venusian 
Scout  Craft  until  about 
2  1/2  years  after  the  Dan 
Dare  story  appeared.

Thankyou  for  your  let- 
ter,  Lionel.  As  of  this 
date  the  Mississauga  Bioh 
incident  still  remains  a 
rrystery  in  spite  of  your 
most  obvious  explanation 
which  must  still  remain  a 
possibility .  The  green 
colour  of  the  blob  can 
probably  be  attributed  to 
its  absorbing  the  green 
paint  from  Matchett  's  pic- 
nic  table ,  and  in  order  to 
do  this  in  the  few  seconds 
before  it  was  dowsed  with 
the  hose,  the  heat  must 
hâve  been  extreme ,  much 
greater  than  that  created 
by  normally  ignited  plas¬ 
tic,  even  if  it  was  aided 
by  moving  through  the  air. 
Either  a  military  or  space 
research  activity  would 
seem  a  more  probable  cause 
for  the  event,  but  I  doubt 
that  the  answer  will  be 
found.  It  does  seem  cur- 
ious  that  a  forensic  lab , 
which  can  identify  a  sub¬ 
stance  from  only  trace 
amounts  in  crime  détec¬ 
tion,  would  request  the 
complété  residue,'  table 
and  ail,  for  further  anal¬ 
ysis. 

In  regards  to  your  com- 
ments  on  Adamski  ’s  manu- 
script,  the  only  sources 
used  were  the  ones  quoted 


in  my  response.  Also,  I  am 
familiar  with  Dan  Dare 
since  I  grew  up  in  Eng- 
land,  but  as  far  as  I  hâve 
been  cible  to  ascertain,  he 
didn't  "màke  the  scene"  in 
America.  Of  course,  that 
does  not  negate  the  pos¬ 
sibility  of  an  encounter 
between  Dare  and  Adamski.

The  in¬ 
cident  Doris  refers  to  oc- 
curred  April  15  at  11:15 
p.m.,  in  Debert,  Nova  Sco¬ 
tia.  Tom  and  Grâce  Murphy 
were  awakened  by  a  loud 
noise  accompanied  by  an 
earth  tremor  which  rattled 
their  home.  On  the  follow- 
ing  moming  they  notice d  a 
hole  in  their  gravel 
driveway  measuring  15 
inches  in  diameter  and  six 
feet  in  depth. 

Attempts  to  explain  it 
as  the  resuit  of  an  under¬ 
ground  airpocket  which 
collapsed  following  a 
frost  thaw,  a  burst  water 
well,  and  an  underground 
explosion  hâve  been  dis- 
missed  for  a  varie  ty  of 
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re osons.  Other  suggestions 
hâve  included  a  meteorite 
and  the  collapse  of  an  old 
well. 

Mr.  Murphy  apparent  ly 
decided  to  try  to  résolve 
the  mystery  by  digging  up 
the  area  with  a  backhoe 
tractor.

I  recently  received  a  report  of  a 
UFO  sighting  which  occurred  several 
years  ago,  thirteen  in  fact.  The  wit- 
ness  reported  it  to  her  husband  and 
daughter,  nobody  else.  In  fact,  the 
only  reason  she  reported  it  even  now 
is  that  her  daughter  is  a  colleague  of 
mine  and  is  aware  of  the  serious  nat¬ 
ure  of  our  research.  I  wonder  how  many 
other  events  hâve  gone  unreported  be- 
cause  the  witnesses  knew  of  nowhere  to 
report  where  their  testimony  would  be 
listened  to  objectively. 

It  seems  the  stranger  the  occur¬ 
rence,  the  less  likely  it  is  to  be  re¬ 
ported.  And  this  lady's  sighting  was 
strange.  I  will  let  her  tell  you  in 
her  own  words : 

The  date  of  my  sighting  of  the  UFO 
was  April  23  196  7 ;  a  clear  Spring  Sun- 
day  evening  between  a  quarte r  and 
twenty  minutes  after  six  o'clock.  I 
had  just  finished  doing  the  dinner 
dishes  and  was  alone  in  the  house ;  my 
daughter  had  driven  her  father  over  to 
the  smoke  shop  in  Streetsville  for 
tobacco . 

I  came  into  the  living  room  and  sat 
on  the  sofa  in  front  of  the  large  pic- 
ture  window .  I  only  sat  there  a  few 
seconds  when  I  glanced  out  the  window 
and  s aw  the  UFO.  It  was  corring  in  from 
the  West3  and  when  I  saw  it3  was  head- 
ing  due  East. 

The  UFO  came  in  below  tree  top  level 
and  I  had  a  perfect  view  of  it ;  my 
first  thought  was3  it  is  not  very  big 

-  what  category  would  it  be  in  -  and 
the  answer  came  back  to  me  loud  and 
clear  -  Scout 3  I  said3  of  course. 

My  next  question  was  where  is  it  go - 
ing  and  again  the  answer  came  back 

-  Airport. 

I  then  remembered  ail  the  instruct¬ 
ions  of  the  research  people  in  the 
books  I  had  read3  or  studied3  and 
s  tarte d  to  put  this  knowledge  into  ex¬ 
ecution. 


I  looked  for  the  lights  and  only 
found  two  until  the  craft  tilted  on 
edge  and  headed  South-east3  then  I  saw 
the  third  one  -  white  and  red  colours. 

I  then  took  note  of  the  shape  and 
colour  of  the  craft.  It  was  the  shape 
of  two  garbage  can  lids  stuck  together 
and  was  a  beige /brown  eggshell  colour 
-  no  dôme  on  top  and  no  portholes  or 
Windows.  The  UFO  was  the  same  circum- 
ference  as  two  garbage  can  lids.  My 
next  thought  was  speed. 

Irm  not  an  aeronautical  engineer  but 
I  believe  when  I  saw  this  beautiful 
little  aircraft  it  was  just  cruising. 
To  my  way  of  thinking  it  was  not  g  oing 
as  fast  as  our  aircraft  travel  over  my 
home  and  I  hâve  been  watching  our  air- 
planes  for  nearly  thirty  years. 

The  next  thing  I  thought  of  was 
noise.  My  doors  and  Windows  were 
closed3  but  I  do  not  think  the  craft 
was  making  any  noise.  It  was  very 
quiet  in  the  room3  but  I  did  not  hear 
noise  of  any  kind. 

The  next  considération  was  how  was 
the  UFO  flying3  on  what  type  of  fuel 
or  energy .  I  do  not3  of  course 3  know 
this3  but  what  I  do  know  is  that  when 
the  craft  changed  direction  from  East 
to  South-east  and  levelled  wp  again 3  I 
distinctly  saw  a  pure  white  substance 
ail  around  the  bottom> of  the  craft.  It 
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made  me  feel  as  though  the  ship  was 
floating  on  this3  a  shimmer  of  heat. 

I  watched  the  UFO  ail  the  way  down 
my  garden  lot3  which  is  396  feet  long; 
it  was  on  exact  target  for  the  air- 
port. 

I  can  only  end  my  description  by 
quoting  Shakespeare .  "There  are  more 
things  betwixt  Eeaven  and  Earth 3  Hor- 
atio3  thon  meets  with  our  philos ophy .  " 

Mrs.  Harrison  was  not  the  only  one 
to  see  it.  She  waited  for  the  news- 
paper  to  report  it,  feeling  sure  there 
must  hâve  been  other  witnesses.  And 
she  was  not  disappointed .  The  follow- 
ing  Tuesday,  April  4,  1967,  the  now 

defunct  Toronto  paper,  The  Telegram 3 
reported  with  front  page  headlines 
"Red  and  white  UFO  over  Métro  sets 
phones  ringing.  "  Hundreds  of  people 
were  sent  ,rscrambling  for  téléphonés .  " 
Newspapers ,  police  and  radio  stations 
were  swamped  with  calls.  James  Dorman, 
then  18,  of  Etobicoke  grabbed  his  cam¬ 
éra  upon  hearing  a  radio  report,  and 
managed  to  spot  the  object  and  obtain 
a  sériés  of  pictures,  which  also  ap- 
peared  in  the  paper.  He  estimated  the 
object  to  be  at  a  height  of  1500  to 
2500  feet,  and  claimed  it  flashed  once 
red  and  twice  white  at  one  second  int- 
ervals.  He  watched  for  four  minutes  as 
it  flew  south  over  the  airport  and 
then  climbed  out  of  sight.  An  airport 
official  said  the  control  tower  staff 
was  aware  of  an  object  in  the  vicinity 
but  it  didn’t  interfère  with  aircraft. 

The  strangest  aspect  of  this  case  is 
the  size  of  the  object,  about  three 
feet  in  diameter.  This  is  not  the  only 
report  of  a  small  UFO.  Apparent ly  sev- 
eral  were  seen  in  Ottawa  in  the  1950s 
during  the  research  of  Wilbert  B. 
Smith,  head  of  Project  Magnet .  His  son 
was  an  eye  witness  in  several  incid¬ 
ents,  referring  to  the  objects  as 
”monitors” . 

What  prompted  me  to  comment  on  these 
cases  was  John  Magor's  reference  to 
”mini-UF0s”  in  his  ”CUF0R  Notebook”  in 
this  issue  (see  pp  30-32) .  As  John 
States,  it  is  strange  cases  such  as 
these  that  keep  "a  UFO  reporter  going. 
Baffled  though  he  may  be3  he  would  not 
miss  the  next  surprise  for  anything.  " 
Let  us  hope  the  stigma  associated  with 
reporting  strange  UFO  events  (as  if 
they  are  ail  not  strange  enough)  soon 
disappears,  so  that  witnesses  will  be 
more  willing  to  report  them. 


In  April  of  this  year,  Project  Star- 
light  International (PSI) ,  the  laborat- 
ory  of  instrumented  UFO  research  in 
Austin,  Texas,  released  some  prelimin- 
ary  results  of  their  latest  research 
in  a  newsletter.  A  possible  major 
breakthrough  in  understanding  the  nat¬ 
ure  of  UFOs  may  be  on  the  horizon 
thanks  to  the  efforts  of  this  group 
during  the  last  2  8  months.  At  the  urg- 
ing  of  other  scientists  demanding  hard 
physical  data/evidence  of  UFOs  and 
their  effects,  PSI  has  finally  obtain- 
ed  "several  exotic-looking  UFO  light 
spectra"  using  a  Bausch  $  Lomb  blazed 
diffraction  grating.  These  are  curr- 
ently  being  analyzed  and  the  results 
will  be  published  upon  completion  of 
the  analysis. 

But  there’ s  more.  They  also  hâve 
recorded  possible  UFO  magnetic  effects 
and  hâve  detected  what  they  call  a 
" flash  phenomenon"  associated  with  an 
instrumented  UFO  tracking  in  July, 
1978.  Both  motion  and  still  photos  in- 
dicate  the  light-flash  is  répétitive, 
but  "of  such  short  duration  as  to  be 
below  the  threshold  of  the  human  vis- 
ual-per  cep  tuai  System.  "  There  is  évid¬ 
ence  that  this  r,may  induce  perplexing 
physiological  reactions  such  as  tired 
eyes3  seeming  inability  to  focus  on 
the  object (s) 3  or  even  hypnagogic-like 
sensations  or  epileptic-like  syrnp- 
toms.  "  Hypnagogic  expériences  are 
characteristic  of  altered  States  of 
consciousness  and  could  account  for 
some  of  the  weird  expériences  of  some 
alleged  UFO  abductees.  See  a  further 
discussion  of  this  in  Michael  Harris' 
article  "Fringe  Cases”  in  this  issue. 

Ray  Stanford  of  PSI  will  be  report¬ 
ing  in  detail  on  their  research  at  the 
MUFON  Conférence  in  Houston  on  June  7 
in  a  paper  tentatively  entitled  " Inst¬ 
rumented  Sensing3  Recording3  and  Doc¬ 
umentation  of  Transit ory  Phenomena  in 
UFO  Events.  n  We  hope  to  hâve  further 
information  for  our  next  issue. 

To  conclude,  please  inform  us  if 
your  copies  of  JUFO  are  not  arriving, 
or  are  severely  late  in  arriving.

A  main  issue  under  exam¬ 
ination  at  the  Manitoba 
Conférence  on  Ufology 
(MCU),  on  March  16,  19  80, 
was  the  Val  Johnson  UFO 
incident  which  occurred  on 
August  27,  1979.  The  case 
has  received  wide  publici- 
ty,  and  has  been  noted  in 
most  ufozines  (see  Swamp 
Gas  Journal  1:6,  JUFO  1:3, 
IUR  4:3),  so  it  will  not 
be  repeated  again  here . 
But,  briefly,  it  involved 
the  apparent  impact  of  a 
U. S.  police  vehicle  with 
an  unidentified  flying  ob- 
ject,  near  the  town  of 
Stephen,  Minnesota.  The 
incident  was  supported  by 
various  physical  evidence 
in  the  form  of  dents,  im¬ 
pact  marks  and  broken 
glas  s . 

Frankly,  it  is  one  of 
the  most  puzzling  inci¬ 
dents  in  the  history  of 
ufology.  This  strong 
statement  is  partly  be- 
cause  of  the  fact  that  the 
case  involves  a  man  who 
has  been  described  as  ,fthe 
perfect  witness".  Val 
Johnson  is  a  Deputy  Sher- 
iff  in  Marshall  County, 
Minnesota,  and  is  a 
trained  observer  as  well 
as  an  experienced  police 
officer.  The  physical  evi¬ 
dence  suggests  that  some- 
thing  very  strange  hap- 
pened  to  him  in  the  early 
moming  on  a  lonely 
stretch  of  road  near  the 
Red  River.  The  time  sé¬ 
quence  of  events  is  very 
firmly  established  by  both 


tape  recorded  and  written 
logs  of  his  actions  that 
morning.  The  physical 
traces  were  examined  and 
measurements  were  made  im- 
mediately  after  the  en- 
counter  by  trained  police 
investigat ors ,  and  Mr. 
Johnson  was  taken  to  a 
hospital  by  ambulance  di- 
rectly  from  the  site. 

At  MCU,  the  case  wa^‘ 
discussed  and  reviewed  in 
detail  by  ail  partici¬ 
pants,  as  presented  by 
guests  Val  Johnson,  Ever- 
ett  Doolittle  and  Greg 
Winskowski.  Doolittle  was 
the  first  individual  to 
reach  the  site  after  John¬ 
son  radioed  for  help,  and 
Winskowski  conducted  the 
initial  police  investiga¬ 
tion.  Many  fascinating 
points  were  noted,  as 
given  in  the  following 
paragraphs . 

Physiological  Effects 

When  Val  Johnson  was 
found  by  Everett  Doolit¬ 
tle,  he  was  slumped  for- 
ward  over  the  steering 
wheel,  and  in  mild  shock. 
A  bruise  later  appeared  on 
Johnson' s  forehead,  pre- 
sumably  caused  by  impact 
with  the  steering  wheel. 
He  was  dazed,  and  said 
that  "everything  was  in 
slow  motion."  He  had  an 
intense  pain  ("excrutiat- 
ing")  in  his  eyes,  and 
having  done  some  welding 
in  his  career,  knew  what 
welders'  bum  was  like  and 


compared  his  pain  to  this. 
"It  was  as  i f  someone  had 
hit  me  in  the  face  with  a 
400  pound  pillow,"  he  said 
of  the  sensation  of  his 
head.  However,  he  stated 
repeatedly  that  the  only 
pain  he  experienced  was 
from  his  eyes.  This  is  ex¬ 
trême  ly  interesting  in  the 
light  of  dental  examina¬ 
tions  he  had  one  week  pre- 
vious  and  one  week  after 
his  expérience.  At  the 
first,  he  had  an  extensive 
sériés  of  x-rays  taken,  in 
préparation  for  major  den¬ 
tal  work.  His  bridgework, 
including  the  caps  on  his 
front  teeth,  was  intact. 
At  the  second  examination, 
the  examining  dentist 
found  that  Johnson' s 
bridgework  was  broken  at 
the  gums .  Yet,  no  swelling 
or  pain  was  felt. 

Physical  Effects 

When  Everett  Doolittle 
arrived  on  the  scene.  Val 
Johnson' s  police  car  was 
front-end-first  in  the 
left-hand  ditch,  with  its 
rear  end  sticking  into  the 
left-hand  lane  of  the 
road.  The  "impact  point" 
was  determined  by  the  loc¬ 
ation  of  the  broken  glass 
of  the  headlight,  on  the 
road,  953  feet  from  where 
the  car  was  found.  From 
that  point,  "yaw  marks" 
(described  by  Doolittle  as 
faint  skid  marks  caused  by 
putting, a  car  out  of  gear 
without  applying  the 
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brakes)  travelled  in  a 
straight  line  for  854  feet 
down  the  road.  These  be- 
came  dark  skid  marks  from 
there  to  where  the  car 
stopped  moving,  going  in  a 
straight  line  for  most  of 
the  remaining  length, 
turning  abrupt ly  at  the 
end  toward  the  ditch. 

The  right  member  of  the 
left  pair  of  headlights 
was  broken.  There  was  a 
round  dent,  approximately 
one  in ch  in  diameter, 
directly  over  the  master 
brake  cylinder,  on  the 
hood.  This  dent  appeared 
as  if  a  hammer  had  struck 
the  hood  at  an  angle  that 
could  be  anywhere  from  45 
to  75  degrees  from  the 
horizontal.  A  photograph 
taken  with  a  UV  filter 
showed  that  there  was  a 
deposit  left  on  the  fiat 
bottom  surface  of  the 
dent. 

The  windshield  of  the 
car  had  an  interesting 
pattern  of  breakage,  in 
the  shape  of  a  teardrop 
(point  up) .  This  was  loc- 
ated  on  the  driver' s  side. 
There  were  three  main  im¬ 
pact  points  visible, 
though  the  lowest  of  the 
three  was  the  larges t  and 
most  complex.  Testing  of 
the  glass  by  the  Ford 
Motor  Company  suggested 
that  there  were  signs  of 
both  inward  and  outward 
motion  of  the  windshield. 
They  were  apparently  un- 
familiar  with  the  breakage 
pattern.  It  is  fairly  ob- 
vious,  though,  that  even  a 
small  stone  would  hâve 
been  driven  through  the 
windshield,  even  at  rel- 
atively  low  speed,  so  it 
is  hard  to  interpret  the 
shattering  as  an  actual 
impact.  However,  it  was 
noted  at  the  Conférence 
that  the  analytical  find- 
ings  bear  some  resemb lance 
to  those  of  a  shock-wave- 
induced  breakage. 


The  roof  light  which  was 
affected  had  its  glass 
knocked  out.  The  police 
radio  antenna  on  the  cen- 
ter  of  the  roof  was  bent 
about  five  inches  up  from 
the  roof,  at  about  a  45 
degree  angle.  The  CB  an¬ 
tenna  on  the  trunk  was 
bent  near  its  tip,  at  an 
angle  near  90  degrees, 
three  inches  from  the  top. 

An  interesting  observa¬ 
tion  made  by  the  police 
investigators  was  that  ail 
the  damage  on  the  vehicle 
occurred  in  a  straight 
path  no  wider  than  twelve 
inches.  Because  of  this 
"linear"  formation,  it  was 
suggested  that  an  object 
had  struck  a  glancing  blow 
to  the  car,  initially  im- 
pacting  the  headlight, 
rolling  over  the  hood,  up 
the  window  and  over  the 
roof.  However,  at  the  Con¬ 
férence  it  was  realized 
that  this  scénario  could 
not  account  for  ail  the 
damage  in  the  form  it  was 
observed.  An  object  hit- 
ting  the  car  at  the  front 
would  not  hâve  the  cap- 
ability  to  re-direct  its 
force  downward  further  up 
the  hood,  graze  the  window 
and  still  hâve  enough 
force  to  bend  the  anten- 
nas  . 

The  antennas  are  spring 
loaded,  so  anything  bend- 
ing  them  would  hâve  to 
hâve  been  travelling  ex- 
tremely  fast  to  create  the 
shape  they  are  now  in.  It 
was  also  proposed  that  the 
antennas  were  bent  by  a 
strong  décélération,  caus- 
ing  them  to  whip  forward. 
But  the  design  of  the  an¬ 
tennas  is  such  that  they 
can  withstand  a  strong  dé¬ 
célération  without  acute 
bending.  Any  décélération 
of  sufficient  strength  to 
bend  them  backwards  as 
they  moved  forward,  would 
certainly  hâve  killed  the 
occupant.  Most  curiously, 


the  insects  adhered  to  the 
antennas  were  not  wiped 
off  from  the  impact,  as 
might  be  expected. 

The  battery  of  the  car 
can  no  longer  hold  a 
charge.  It  has  been  pro¬ 
posed  that  the  headlight 
and  roof  light  were  im- 
ploded  by  a  high-energy 
electrical  source.  Bail 
lightning  was  suggested  as 
a  cause,  but  it  could  not 
hâve  created  the  dent  in 
the  hood,  nor  the  impacts 
on  the  window,  let  al one 
the  bending  of  the  anten¬ 
nas.  The  electric  clock  in 
the  car  was  found  to  be 
missing  fourteen  minutes. 
Strangely,  Val  Johnson' s 
mechanical  wristwatch  was 
also  lacking  fourteen  min¬ 
utes.  This  is  indeed  odd, 
because  both  were  synch- 
ronized  with  the  docks  in 
the  police  station  éarlier 
in  the  night,  and  ail  time 
checks  after  that  agreed, 
as  late  as  01:00,  only  a 
short  while  before  the  in¬ 
cident. 

The  CB  radio  in  the  car, 
although  it  was  said  not 
to  hâve  been  in  the  best 
working  order  before  the 
incident,  was  described  as 
being  "even  worse"  after 
it. 

Allan  Hendry,  of  the 
Center  for  UFO  Studies, 
sent  a  gauss-meter  to  the 
police  investigator,  iri 
order  for  them  to  test  for 
changes  in  the  car' s  mag- 
netic  pattern.  These  re- 
sults  were,  apparently, 
négative. 

There  was  evidence  of 
dust  particles  in  the 
shattered  glass,  and  it 
was  suggested  that  this 
dust  was  the  residue  found 
in  the  round  dent  in  the 
hood. 

Psychological  Effects 

When  Val  Johnson  called 
for  help,  his  voice  was

described  as  being  "weak", 
and  like  "someone  coming 
out  of  a  daze."  He  had 
been,  apparent ly,  uncon- 
scious  for  39  minutes, 
from  the  time  he  heard 
glass  breaking  and  felt  a 
light  "hit"  him,  to  the 
time  he  woke  up,  opening 
one  eye  to  see  the  red 
"ENGINE"  light  on  his 
dash.  During  that  period, 
the  car  had  travelled  in  a 
straight  line  for  953 
feet ,  before  veering  to 
the  left  over  the  left 
lane  into  the  ditch.  He 
does  not  remember  applying 
the  brakes,  yet  the  skid 
marks  belie  the  fact  that 
they  were,  indeed,  ap- 
plied . 

At  MCU,  Mr.  Johnson  was 
asked  what  he  thought  had 
happened  to  him  that  morn- 
ing.  He  said  that  he  be- 
lieved  he  "had  seen  some- 
thing  (he)  wasn’t  supposed 
to  see."  Questioned  on 
this,  he  could  only  spec- 
ulate  that  he  had  stumbled 
upon  somebody  doing  s  orne - 
thing  that  wasn’t  meant  to 
be  observed,  and  that  his 
powers  of  observation  were 
effectively  neutralized. 
He  was  also  asked  if  the 
method  of  régressive  hyp- 
nosis  had  ever  been  sug- 
gested  to  him.  He  replied 
that  the  National  Fnquirer 
had  asked  him  to  submit  to 
a  régression,  and  pay  him 
for  the  exclusive  rights 
to  the  results.  He  had  re- 
jected  their  offer.  He  was 
then  asked  if  he  would 
agréé  to  a  hypnotic  ré¬ 
gression  with  a  clinical 
hypnotist  for  research 
purposes,  not  for  publica¬ 
tion.  He  said  no,  and 
added  that  he  was  not  cur- 
ious  about  what  had  hap¬ 
pened  to  him  that  moming. 
Everett  Doolittle  said 
after  this  that  their  file 
on  the  case  is  now  closed, 
and  that  their  investiga¬ 
tion  is  now  terminated 


after  reaching  no  con¬ 

clusions.  They  stated  that 
their  investigation  was 
over,  and  that  the  mat ter 
is  now  in  the  hands  of  the 
ufologists.  They  will  not 
subject  Johnson  to  either 
a  polygraph  or  a  régres¬ 
sive  hypnosis,  as  they 
feel  it  is  not  necessary 
for  their  investigation. 
Ail  three  were  asked  if 
the  Air  Force,  CIA  or  FBI 

had  approached  them,  and 
they  ail  answered  to  the 
négative . 

Val  Johnson  was  asked  if 
he  had  s  in  ce  experienced 
any  other  unusual  inci- 
cents:  dreams,  MIB,  psi 

phenomena,  etc.  He  re- 
vealed  a  highly  interest- 
ing  thing;  from  time  to 
time,  he  will  find  himself 
thinking  three  words^, 
which  somehow  are  sticking 
in  his  mind.  The  words 

stay  with  him  "like  a  Mc¬ 

Donald’s  commercial,"  and 
he  can  find  no  reason  for 
thinking  them.  The  three 
words  are:  "I  AM  COMMIT- 

TED" .  (He  said  that  if  he 
ever  saw  that  light  again, 
he’d  stop  the  car  and 
"yell  for  help.”’) 

Discussion 

This  case  was  reviewed 
in  detail,  and  photographs 
of  the  car  were  examined 
closely.  Additional  évi¬ 
dence  was  brought  forth, 
and  théories  were  pre- 
sented  to  try  and  account 
for  ail  the  evidence.  Guy 
Westcott,  a  NOAP  investi- 
gator,  stated  that  he  had 
found  a  "burn  mark"  in  the 
field  beside  the  road, 
while  he  was  examining  the 
site.  This  mark,  about  6-7 
feet  in  diameter,  had  no 
végétation  on  its  surface, 
and  bore  some  resemblance 
to  a  fertilizer  burn.  Val 
Johnson  said  that  a  repré¬ 
sentative  from  the  US  DA 
(Agriculture  Rep)  ex- 


pressed  a  personal  inter¬ 
est  in  the  case,  and  had 
taken  infrared  aerial 
photographs  of  the  site. 
These  showed  that  the 
ditches  on  either  side  of 
the  site  had  a  "different" 
chlorophyll  absorbtion 

than  the  surrounding 
fields . 

After  much  debate,  it 
eventually  was  concluded 
by  the  MCU  participants 
that  the  incident  was  in- 
consistent  with  the  theory 
of  the  car  having  been 
struck  by  an  object  of 
some  sort,  including  bail 
lightning.  The  idea  of 
hits  by  multiple  objects 
was  considered  and  found 
marginally  tenable.  How- 
ever,  there  are  39  minutes 
to  account  for,  a  complex 
sequence  of  impacts  by 
several  objects,  or  even 
some  effects  caused  at  a 
short  distance  by  unknown 
individuals,  can  be  in- 
cluded  in  the  list  of  pos¬ 
sibilités.  It  is  easily 
demonstrable  that  s  orne  - 
thing  very  unusual  hap¬ 
pened  that  moming,  and 
that  at  the  présent  time, 
there  is  no  adéquate  ex- 
planation  for  the  effects 
noted  in  the  case,  based 
on  the  proposed  théories. 
Many  questions  still  re¬ 
main  unanswered,  and  they 
may  remain  unanswered  for 
some  time  to  corne.  The 
Stephen,  Minnesota,  inci¬ 
dent  is  listed  in  UFOROM 
files  as  "unknown".  • _

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More  From  Spain 

In  the  previous  issue  of  Journal  U  FO 
(1:4)  we  briefly  related  the  encounter 
between  a  Spanish  commercial  jet  liner 
and  a  UEO.  Our  report  was  based  on 
what  was  available  from  the  media,  and 
was  there  fore  sketchy  and  possibly  in- 
accurate .  However,  we  promis ed  further 
details,  and  they  were  made  available 
by  our  Spanish  correspondent ,  Fernando 
Cerda  Guardia.  Again,  s  in  ce  this  case 
is  apparently  being  handled  in  extreme 
confidentiality  in  Spain,  his  sources 
may  be  subject  to  error;  however, Senor 
Guardia  is  a  careful  investigator,  and 
has  done  his  best  to  provide  as  accur- 
ate  information  as  is  possible  under 
the  circumstances . 

On  November  11,  1979  at  10:47  p.m.  a 
Super-Caravelle  of  the  TAE  Company 
(Spanish  Air  Transport)  took  off  from 
the  Palma  de  Majorca  Ai rport  on  the 
Balearic  Islands,  bound  for  Santa  Cruz 
de  Tenerife  on  the  Canary  Islands.  On 
board  were  109  Austrian  and  German 
passengers.  The  flight,  origînally 
from  Salzburg,  Austria,  was  under  the 
captaincy  of  Mr.  Javier  Lerdo  de  Teja- 
da,  34,  who  had  8000  hours  of  expér¬ 
ience  over  15  years  of  service,  6  of 
which  were  as  a  military  pilot. 

At  11:02  p.m.  the  plane  passed  over 
Ibiza  on  the  Balearic  Islands.  Almost 
immedîately  the  Barcelona  control 
tower  radîoed  Captain  Tejada  to  switch 
to  the  emergency  frequency  as  they 
were  pîcking  up  a  radar  reading  orî- 
ginating  out  at  sea  about  45  miles 
f  rom  Va  1 encî  a . 

Later,  during  an  interview,  Tejada 
reported  "At  11:07  p.m.  we  noticed  two 
bright,  intense  red  lights  coming  from 
the  south  at  an  estimated  distance  of 
15  miles  away .  I  believe  it  was  one 
object  with  two  lights  on  its  extrém¬ 
ités  because  their  movements  were 
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complété  1  y  co-ord i nated . 

"A  minute  later  I  was  convînced  it 
was  travelling  at  an  enormous  speed,  a 
speed  of  whîch  no  plane  was  capable. 
We  were  flying  at  23,000  feet,  and  it 
appeared  to  be  at  the  same  level.  When 
the  object  was  10,000  feet  away  I  con- 
tacted  Barcelona  control,  but  they 
indicated  their  secondary  radar  showed 
no  unidentified  traffic.  I  asked  for 
assistance  from  the  primary  radar 
units  at  Aitana  (Alicante)  and  Pegaso 
(Madrid)  milîtary  aîrports,  and  they 
confi  rmed  the  presence  of  an  écho  ap- 
proaching  us  at  great  speed. 

"When  it  reached  our  vîcînity,  just 
behînd  and  to  our  left,  it  was  clearly 
visible  as  two  bright  lights.  We  were 
then  at  an  altitude  of  27,000  feet, 
and  I  estimated  the  object  to  be  the 
s i ze  of  a  jumbo.  It  then  commenced  to 
perform  unusual  manoeuvers,  advancîng, 
retreating,  moving  to  the  s i de  and  up, 
manoeuvers  impossible  for  a  con- 
ventional  aircraft.  It  approached  much 
too  closely  -  it  seemed  to  be  playing 
w  i  tfi  us. 

11 1  made  an  emergency  request  to  Val- 
encia  for  permission  to  land  and  in- 
formed  the  passengers  to  fasten  thei r 
safety-belts  explaîning  our  situation 
as  a  mechanical  problem.  There  was  one 
moment  at  29,000  feet  when  the  object 
came  so  close  it  appeared  we  would 
collide.  I  had  to  make  a  quick  40 
degree  right  bank  to  avoid  it. 

After  we  had  descended  2000  feet 
Barcelona  control  radioed  that  we  had 
a  UFO  about  500  feet  to  our  left  and 
9000  feet  below,  developing  an  in- 
credîble  speed.  Then  it  was  right  be- 
s i de  us.  Barcelona  radar  tracked  both 
our  plane  and  the  UFO  as  we  appeared 
to  merge  into  a  single  écho. 

"We  continued  to  descend,  and  lost 
track  of  the  object  at  15,000  feet, 
about  30  miles  from  Valencîa.  I 
ci  rcled  the  Manises  Ai rport  at  Valen- 
cia  a  few  times  to  eject  fuel,  and 
then  landed  a  little  before  12  mîd- 
night." 

Fifty-eight  of  the  passengers  signed 
a  pétition  claîmîng  that  they  had 
landed  prematurely  for  mechanical 


reasons,  but  twenty  others  saw  some- 
thing  of  the  object  which  had  been  the 
real  cause  of  their  landing. 

The  ai  rport  di  rector,  Mr.  Miguel 
Norlan,  an  aeronautical  engineer  pro- 
nounced  the  plane  in  perfect  condition 
and  authorî  zed  the  crew  to  continue 
their  flight,  but  they  refused.  Their 
refusai  was  prompted  by  the  fact  that 
Mr.  Norlan  and  other  public  officiais 
could  still  see  unidentified  red, 
green  and  white  lights  around  the  air- 
port  . 

Mr.  Norlan  stated  "These  lights  were 
ve  ry  intense.  After  the  plane  landed 
they  remained  motîonless  sparkling 
brîghtly  for  one  and  a  hal  f  hours.  One 
of  them,  bright  red,  was  seen  over  the 
south-east  runway,  whîle  two  others 
were  p^ler  in  colour.  A  little  later, 
a  fourth  appeared.  They  were  estimated 
to  be  30  or  hO  miles  from  the  ai  rport. 
Final ly,  they  ascended  and  disappeared 
in  the  distance."  Mr.  Norlan  added 
that  the  next  day ,  Monday,  other 
lights  were  seen  over  the  ai  rport,  but 
at  a  much  greater  distance. 

The  Defence  Command  Center  of  Madrid 
detected  the  UFO  on  radar  and  ordered 
an  Fl  Mirage  from  the  Los  Llanos  Air 
Base  (Albacete)  to  intercept.  Ap¬ 
parent  ly  several  photographs  were 
taken  and  there  is  an  official  in¬ 
vestigation  into  the  incident,  but  it 
is  impossible  to  obtain  details  since, 
in  Spain,  UFO  investigation  is  a  re- 
stricted  matter. 

There  are  rumors  that  on  the  follow- 
ing  Saturday,  November  17,  an  Fl  pur- 
sued  an  enormous  UFO  over  Alméria. 
There  were  many  witnesses  in  Valencia 
and  surrounding  areas  who  reported 
seeing  the  lights.  On  the  previous 
Saturday,  November  10,  several  persons 
reported  a  disc-shaped  object  travel¬ 
ling  toward  the  Medi te rranean  emîttîng 
a  very  i  ntense  1  i  gh  t. 

About  2:30  a.m.  on  November  12,  José 
Climent,  an  engineer,  who  was  in  the 
locality  of  Soller  (Majorca  Island), 
photographed  a  large  object  as  it  rose 
up  behind  the  mountaîns  apparently 
from  the  sea.  The  caméra  was  a  Minolta 
with  an  ASA  100  film  set  at  3200  ASA, 
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using  a  one  second  exposure  at  maximum 
lens  opening.  Mr.  Climent  saîd  the  ob¬ 
ject  appeared  as  donut-shaped  with 
four  balls  însîde.  As  it  reached  a 
hîgh  altitude  the  donut  d î s î n t i grated 
and  the  balls,  intense  orange  in 
colour,  moved  off  at  a  hîgh  rate  of 
speed  in  ail  directions.  No  noise  was 
heard.  More  than  50  persons  in  Soller 
observed  the  phenomenon.  One  wî tness 
descrîbed  how  the  object  appeared  to 
ascend  in  a  spiral  trajectory  gîvîng 
off  very  intense  green  and  ye  1 1  ow 
lights.  Durîng  the  same  nîght  UFO 
sîghtîngs  were  reported  from  several 
points  in  Majorca. 

New  Books 

Three  new  books  hâve  recent  ly  corne 
to  our  attention  and  we  hope  to  hâve 
revîews  on  at  least  a  couple  of  them 
for  our  next  i  ssue. 

The  first  is  entitled  Observing  UFOs 
by  Richard  F.  Haines,  and  is  published 
by  Nelson  Hall,  Chicago.  Dr.  Haines  is 
a  NASA  research  scientist  spécial izing 
in  human  perception,  and  he  hopes  hîs 
book  will  inspire  more  and  better  ob- 
servers  and  investi  gators  and  thus 
produce  more  relîable  information  con- 
cerning  UFO  events.  In  his  prologue  he 
comments  "We  may  be  faced  with  a  phen¬ 
omenon  which  is  not  based  upon  the 
same  cause  and  effect  princîples  we 
now  take  for  granted.  Neve rthe less  ,  I 
believe  that  in  order  to  be  as  flexîb- 
ly  créative  as  possible,  you  must  know 
yourself  we 1 1 .  You  must  1 î ve  at  peace 
with  yourself  even  while  experiencîng 
great  uncertainty.  When  you  are  able 
to  1  i  ve  th  î  s  way  you  will  be  a  more 
intégral  person,  a  person  who  can 
grapple  more  effectively  with  the 
mul tî dîmensicnal  nature  of  the  phenom¬ 
enon  behînd  the  UFO.  I  believe  that 
this  is  the  kind  of  person  who  should 
be  studying  UFOs."  This  book  looks 
lîke  a  must  for  ail  serious  UFO  inves- 
tîgators.  $21.95  hardcover  ISBN  0-

Gateway  To  Oblivion  by  Hugh  Coch  rane  , 


published  by  Doubleday  ($11.95  hard¬ 
cover,  ISBN  0-385-15376-7)  is  an  in¬ 
vestigation  of  some  of  the  strange  ac¬ 
cidents,  dî sappearences  and  tragédies 
occurring  in  and  around  the  Great 
Lakes  of  North  America.  This  is  in- 
terwoven  with  many  of  the  reported  UFO 
events  in  this  area,  and  Cochrane  i  m- 
plîes  a  relatîonship  may  exîst.  Looks 
1  i  ke  înterestîng  readîng. 

The  thi rd  book  is  by  Janet  and  Colin 
Bord,  and  is  entitled  Alien  Animais  , 
published  by  Granada  Publîshing  Limit¬ 
ed,  U. K.  (£7.95  hardcover,  ISBN  0-236- 
4015^-8).  This  work  investigates  a 
worldwide  sélection  of  reported  sîght- 
ings  of  inexplicable  animais,  and  an¬ 
imais  seen  where  they  should  not  be, 
including  reports  of  1  ake  monsters  and 
Bîgfoot.  258  pages,  wel 1  illustrated. 

IM  RC  Reports 

The  Planetary  Seienees  Section  of 
the  Herzberg  Institute  of  Astrophysics 
at  the  National  Research  Council(NRC) 
in  Ottawa  serves  to  compile  and  record 
UFO  sightings  from  across  Canada  from 
various  sources  (e.g.  R  CMP,  military , 
civilian,  etc.).  These  reports  are 
filed  in  the  non-meteoritic  file ,  and 
are  available  for  public  examination 
by  réservation.  Very  few  are  ever  in- 
vestigated  by  NRC ,  and  it  is  uv  to 
private  researchers  to  pursue  the  de¬ 
tails  of  any  case  which  seems  worthy 
of  follow-up  in  that  it  might  provide 
some  useful  information  toward  a  fur- 
ther  understanding  of  the  UFO  phenom¬ 
enon. 

Investigators  must  copy  information 
from  the  files  by  hand ,  and  must  also 
sign  an  agreement  not  to  publicly  re- 
veal  the  identity  of  the  witnesses  in- 
volved  without  their  permission.  Per- 
iodically  a  représentative  of  U. P.  In¬ 
vestigations  Research  is  able  to  trav- 
el  to  Ottawa  to  exarrri,ne  the  files ,  but 
a  shortage  of  research  funds  usually 
prevents  much  further  investigation  of 
a  majority  of  the  cases.  We  will,  how- 
ever,  try  to  summarize  the  most  inter- 
esting  cases  from  time  to  time  in 
these  pages,  and  the  following  are 
summaries  of  some  of  the  most  recent 
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reports.  Cases  are  identified  by  NRC 
simply  by  sequenoe  (of  reoeipt  of  re¬ 
port)  within  year.  For  exconple3  N79/ 
10  3  is  the  code  for  the  lOZrd  report 
reoeived  during  19  79 ... 

At  approxi mate  1  y  twenty  minutes 
after  midnight  on  October  5,  1979  an 

RCMP  constable  sighted  the  following 
UFO  while  parked  in  his  police  car  on 
Lac  LeJeune  Road  in  Kamloops,  B.C.  A 
dull  orange  light  with  the  appearance 
of  a  flare  appeared  in  the  sky  about 
one  half  a  mile  to  the  west  of  his 
car,  remained  there  for  five  to  ten 
seconds,  and  then  disappeared.  About 
thi rty  seconds  later  a  huge  craft  ap¬ 
peared  directly  overhead  with  a  sudden 
burst  of  eîght  to  ten  extremely  bright 
lights.  It  remained  stationary  for  ten 
to  f i fteen  seconds  and  then  headed 
east  at  an  extreme  rate  of  speed. 
Within  twenty  to  thi  rty  seconds  it  had 
disappeared  from  sight  over  the  mount- 
ains  near  Mt.  Lolo.  No  Sound  was  heard 
throughout  the  incident. 

Another  RCMP  constable  who  wîtnessed 
the  phenomenon  from  close  to  the  Lac 
LeJeune  turn-off  reported  a  strong 
odor  of  something  similar  to  a  fuse 
flare  when  the  object  was  overhead  and 
after  it  had  disappeared.  Several 
other  members  of  the  RCMP  and  a  number 
of  civil îans  reported  seeing  the  ob¬ 
ject  in  motion,  but  none  saw  it  sta¬ 
tionary. 

Most  reports  indicated  it  would  hâve 
been  at  approxi mate  1  y  cloud  level  (1/4 
to  1/2  mile)  as  it  appeared  to  light 
up  the  clouds  and  smog  as  it  trav- 
elled.  The  whole  time  it  moved  it  ap¬ 
peared  to  be  one  craft,  as  ail  the 
lights  maîntaîned  the  same  relative 
position.  If  it  was  one  craft  it  was  a 
calculated  1000  feet  in  length  with  a 
reported  “tail"  of  about  100  feet. 

Mt.  Lolo  radar  base  was  advised  of 
the  occurrence  but  would  offer  no  fur- 
ther  information.  N0RAD  HQ  was  con- 
tacted  and  explained  the  sîghting  as  a 
re-entry  of  a  Soviet  spaceship.  This 
is  an  înteresting  explanation  in  view 
of  the  reported  sighting  times:  Kam¬ 

loops  reported  00:20  hrs,  Salmon  Arm 
00:28  hrs,  and  Revelstoke  00:30  hrs. 


Unfortunatel  y  it  is  not  known  who  re¬ 
ported  these  times,  nor  thei  r  ac- 
curacy,  but  Kamloops  and  Revelstoke 
are  about  100  miles  apart,  with  Salmon 
Arm  about  halfway  in  between.  These 
observations  would  mean  the  object  had 
an  average  speed  of  al most  400 
mîles/hr  between  Kamloops  and  Salmon 
Arm,  and  almost  1500  mîles/hr  between 
Salmon  Arm  and  Revelstoke.  An  increase 
in  average  speed  of  over  1000  miles 
per  hour  somehow  doesn't  seem  con¬ 
sistent  with  the  explanation  that  it 
was  a  re-entrant  spaceship,  especîally 
in  light  of  the  fact  that  it  reported- 
ly  maintained  the  same  altitude  for 
the  duration  of  the  sighting.  This,  of 
course,  assumes  that  ail  witnesses  saw 

the  same  phenomenon.  N 79 / 1 02

At  thi rty  minutes  after  midnight  on 
November  20,  1979  a  Montreal  man  on 
Quebec  H  i  ghway  20,  near  exi  t  #95  re¬ 
ported  an  oval ,  dull  grey  Mship"  f 1  y — 
ing  about  15  feet  above  the  ground. 
The  incident  lasted  about  five  minutes 
during  which  the  object  made  no  Sound. 
However,  as  it  flew  over  the  witness1 
car,  ail  Systems  ceased  functioning. 
No  further  details  are  available.  N 79/ 
115 

The  RCMP  investigated  a  sighting 
reported  by  an  eîghteen  year  old  Rich¬ 
mond,  B.C.  girl,  occurring  at  about 
2:00  a.m.  on  November  29,  1 9 79  - 

The  girl  reported  seeing  an  object 
shaped  1 î ke  an  upside-down  saucer  with 
a  grey  top.  The  bottom  was  fiat,  dull 
gold  in  colour  with  a  black  centre 
which  appeared  to  protrude  slightly. 
There  were  four  lights  evenly  spaced 
on  the  bottom  near  the  ci rcumfe rence , 
and  also  what  appeared  to  be  t  r  î  - 
angu 1 ar-shaped  vents.  The  top  appeared 
to  be  spinning  while  the  bottom  was 
not.  It  reportedly  made  a  loud  humming 
noise. 

She  observed  the  object  at  what  was 
described  as  a  "reasonably  short 
distance"  from  her  home,  travelling 
west  to  east  over  northern  Richmond. 
After  about  two  minutes  she  went  to 
get  her  parents  with  whom  she  1  î  ves  , 
returning  30  seconds  later  to  observe 
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the  object  dîsappearing  in  the  east. 
(it  was  not  reported  if  her  parents 
returned  with  her.)  There  were  ap- 
parently  no  other  witnesses.  It  was  a 
clear  n  i  ght . 

The  RCMP  reported  the  witness  seemed 
to  be  intelligent  and  reliable,  had 
not  been  drinking,  and  dîd  not  seem 
the  type  to  imagine  a  UFO  or  make  a 
false  report.  She  works  at  Vancouver 
International  Ai  rport  and  is  familiar 
with  ai rcraft  at  night.  N 79 / 1 1 9 

At  5:30  p.m.  on  December  2,  1979  a 
Doberman  Pînscher  belonging  to  a 
Naples  District  (Alberta)  housewîfe 
began  barkîng  outsîde  the  back  door  of 
her  home.  Upon  i n ves t i gat i ng  she  found 
the  dog  facing  NW,  barking  at  a  bright 
blue  glowing  object  which  appeared  to 
be  about  300  feet  away,  twenty  feet 
above  the  ground. 

She  went  outsîde  and  started  to  ap- 
proach  the  object,  but  had  only  gone 
about  25  feet  when  she  became  fright- 
ened  and  returned  to  the  house.  After 
unsuccessful  ly  trying  to  reach  her 
husband  at  work,  she  made  several 
other  calls,  ail  the  while  keeping  her 
eye  on  the  object  through  the  window, 
noticîng  that  its  colour  was  slowly 
dimming.  It  was  footbal 1 -shaped 
(vertical)  and  estimated  to  be  about 
five  feet  along  its  vertical  axis.  It 
remained  stationary  and  made  no  Sound 
throughout  the  duration  of  the  sight¬ 
ing  (about  15  minutes).  There  is  no 
indication  in  the  report  of  how  the 
s i ght i ng  concl uded . 

It  was  also  observed  by  the  witness1 
two  sons,  aged  12  and  9-  On  the  eve- 
ning  of  December  2,  the  sky  was  clear 
and  there  was  a  fui  1  moon.  N 79 / 1 20 

At  a  James  Bay  check  point  in  Quebec 
an  unidentified  object,  described  only 
as  being  about  20  inches  in  diameter, 
reportedly  seemed  to  hit  the  corner  of 
a  house  (presumably  the  guard  house). 
No  marks  were  found,  however. 

In  the  guard  house  the  lights  dimmed 
and  came  back  on  agaîn.  Radio  contact 
with  ail  other  sites  was  lost;  even 
though  the  radios  were  on,  they  would 


not  transmit.  Also,  the  security  car 
which  was  approaching  the  house  at  the 
time  lost  its  transceiver. 

No  other  information  is  available  on 
this  incident.  N 79 / 1  32 

At  10:15  p.m.  on  December  19,  19  79  a 
smal 1  plane  pilot  bound  for  Goose  Bay, 
Labrador,  flying  at  7000  feet,  50 
miles  north  of  St.  Anthony,  Newfound- 
land,  noticed  a  single  steady  light 
alternating  red/green/wh  i  te  low  off 
his  left  wing.  The  light  remained  with 
him  until  he  was  about  50  miles  S.E. 
of  Goose  Bay,  a  total  distance  of  190 
to  200  miles,  moving  at  the  same  speed 
as  the  plane. 

One  week  before,  the  pilot  had  ob¬ 
served  the  same  object  along  the  same 
route  under  the  same  conditions,  but 
had  not  reported  it.  It  eventually 
disappeared  south  of  a  ri dge  of  mount- 
ains,  S.E.  of  Goose  Bay.  N 79 / 1 33 

On  the  clear  morning  of  January  5, 
1980,  at  4:00  a.m.,  three  witnesses 
watched  a  very  bright  white  light 
about  one  sixth  the  s  i  ze  of  the  moon 
hoverîng  over  a  transformer  station  in 
Hanmer,  Ontario.  It  had  a  flashing 
blue  light  on  top.  It  slowly  moved 
away  (no  direction  given)  and  event¬ 
ually  disappeared.  The  total  duration 
of  the  event  was  about  five  minutes. 
No  other  details  are  available.  N80/08 

A  20  year  old  girl,  her  17  year  old 
brother  and  their  grandmother  reported 
seeing  two  tri angu 1  a r-shaped  objects 
between  7 ;  30  and  8:00  p.m.  on  January 
13,  1980  near  their  résidence  in  West 
Gwillimbury  Township,  Ontario.  Each 
triangular  object  had  15  blue  and  red 
lights  with  a  very  bright  light  on  the 
front,  and  was  as  large  as  a  j  umbo 
jet.  They  appeared  to  be  250  to  300 
feet  above  the  ground,  and  were  moving 
slowly  with  a  soft  rumbling  sound.  The 
fi rst  one  came  from  the  NE  and  the 
second  from  the  NW.  The  gi rl  stated 
she  could  definitely  see  their  outline 
and  insists  they  were  not  ai rcraft  or 
helîcopters.  She  stated  she  was  not 
drinking  or  joking.  N 80 / 1 8  • 
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Buried  in  the  depths  of 
the  unfathomable  UFO  mys- 
tery  are  infrequent  épi¬ 
sodes  of  a  sinister  nature 
involving  men  in  black, 
strange  large  automobiles, 
etc.  As  you  joumey  with 
me  into  this  part  of  the 
unknown,  I  know  from  my 
own  feelings  that  you  will 
be  somewhat  disturbed.  In 
the  past  I  hâve  looked 
upon  such  reports  with  a 
very  jaundiced  eye .  I  hâve 
final ly  corne  to  terms  with 
my  own  very  unobjective 
emotional  attitude  and  re- 
alize  that  such  matters 
cannot  be  excluded  from 
thought  no  matter  how  con- 
troversial,  senseless,  and 
frightening  they  are.  I 
hâve  discovered  that  some 
of  these  fffantastic  stor- 
ies,f,  told  by  witnesses 
who  are  not  associated  in 
time  or  location,  possess 
the  same  identical  bizarre 
éléments.  I  am  also  troub- 
led  by  the  fact  that  these 
witnesses  persist  in  tell- 
ing  their  unreasonable 
taies  even  though  they 
know  they  will  be  rejected 
by  today's  blindly  mater- 
ialistic  society. 

One  group  of  MIB  visita¬ 
tion  cases  seems  to  hâve 
none  of  the  factors  I  will 
touch  on  here.  Perhaps 
this  type  is  strictly  hu- 
man  and  govemmental  in 
origin.  We  shall  not  be 
able  to  make  that  state- 
ment  about  the  category  of 
events  I  will  unfold  in 
this  article.  No,  it  seems 
that  the  realm  of  Oriental 
faced  men  and  their  big 


black  automobiles  seems  to 
be  the  kind  of  thing  that 
lies  unseen  just  beyond 
our  finger  tips .  I  will 
tell  you  about  spécifie 
cases  s o  that  you  may  un- 
derstand  this  statement 
and  see  the  full  scope  of 
this  type  of  MIB  phenom- 
enon . 

In  comparison  with  some 
MIB  épisodes  it  would  seem 
that  the  intelligence  be- 
hind  them  chose  to  treat 
lonely,  isolated  Rachel 
Baker  gently.  In  the  1966- 
1967  time  period  this  rur¬ 
al  Indiana  woman  had  three 
encounters  with  UFOs  as 
she  drove  home  late  at 
night  on  a  deserted  road. 
In  the  last  encounter  she 
experienced  a  lost  time 
period  followed  by  visible 
effect  to  herself  and  her 
automobile.  After  her  last 
expérience  a  large  black 
automobile  was  waiting  for 
her  near  her  home.  On  this 
occasion  it  forced  her  in¬ 
to  her  driveway,  but  this 
was  ail  she  was  ever  to 
see  of  the  MIB.  However, 
in  later  years  she  did  un- 
dergo  a  long  sériés  of 
night-time  sleep  visita¬ 
tions  by  small  dwarf-like 
men,  with  physical  effects 
visible  the  next  day.  So 
in  this  case  we  seem  to 
hâve  a  direct  association 
between  UFOs,  a  black 
automobile,  and  the  enti- 
ties  historically  called 
the  little  people  in  old 
European  countries . 

We  tum  next  to  a  case 
in  Culver  City,  Califor¬ 
nia  which  may  indicate 


that  the  Oriental  faced 
MIB  can  be  présent  in  an 
indoor  haunted  situation 
without  UFOs  or  large 
automobiles  being  seen.  In 
this  remarkable  case  glow- 
ing  figures,  lights,  temp¬ 
érature,  odor,  and  polter- 
geist  effects  were  pré¬ 
sent.  Some  twenty  individ- 
uals  from  the  UCLA  para- 
psychology  lab,  armed  with 
an  array  of  photographie 
equipment ,  witnessed  some 
of  these  manifestations. 
Little  was  captured  on 
film  in  six  visits  to  the 
home,  but  blobs  of  light 
were  photographed  with 
high  speed  black  and  white 
film  using  a  deep  red  fil- 
tered  strobe.  The  fact  we 
want  to  note  is  that  two 
of  the  residents  of  the 
home  claimed  they  had  re- 
peatedly  seen  two  dark 
solid  figures  with  Orient¬ 
al  faces.  The  mother 
claimed  to  hâve  physical ly 
bumped  into  one  of  the  ap- 
paritional  figures  in  the 
hallway.  The  mother  and 
son  would  not  accept  the 
possibility  that  the  fig¬ 
ures  could  hâve  been  im- 
agined  or  were  prowlers. 

In  1968  headlines  every- 
where  carried  the  story  of 
a  35  year  old  Loco,  Texas 
cotton  farmer  named  Car- 
roll  Watts.  He  made  some 
very  electrifying  daims 
about  a  meeting  with 
spacemen,  the  usual  physi¬ 
cal  examination  etc.  Watts 
earnestly  sought  govem- 
ment  help  to  prove  his 
daims.  He  had  what  he 
claimed  were  photos  of  the 
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spacemen  and  their  craft. 
These  he  sent  by  register- 
ed  mail  to  the  University 
of  Colorado  Condon  UFO 
Study.  He  was  never  to  see 
the  photos  again.  Univers¬ 
ity  officiais  claimed  they 
were  accidentally  lost. 
Watts  was  also  eager  to 
undergo  a  polygraph  exam¬ 
ination  to  prove  his 
daims.  On  the  night  be- 
fore  he  was  to  leave  for 
the  test  in  Amarillo  he 
received  a  phone  call 
waming  him  not  to  take 
the  test.  That  moming,  as 
he  was  enroute  to  Amaril¬ 
lo,  he  was  waved  down  by  a 
young  attractive  blond  wo- 
man  standing  by  a  late 
model  blue-green  Plymouth. 
As  he  stepped  out  of  his 
truck  to  help  her,  he  was 
felled  by  a  blow  on  the 
back  of  his  neck.  He  lay 
on  the  ground  partial  ly 
dazed,  yet  able  to  see  his 
assailants.  They  were  two 
tall  clean-shaven  tan- 
skinned  men  whose  faces 
were  Oriental  in  appear- 
ance.  Both  pointed  auto- 
matic  rifles  at  the  thor- 
oughly  frightened  Watts. 
Speaking  in  sharp  précisé 
words,  they  made  it  clear 
to  Watts  that  he  was  to 
fail  the  polygraph  test  or 
suffer  the  conséquences.  A 
badly  shaken  Watts  prompt- 
ly  flunked  the  test  with 
flying  colors  soon  after- 
ward.  On  the  next  night 
another  strange  and 
frightening  event  occurred 
at  the  Watts  home.  A  large 
black  car  drove  slowly  by 
the  home  with  its  lights 
out.  It  tumed  around  up 
the  road,  and  tire  marks 
were  found  later  at  this 
spot.  Watts  had  dashed  in- 
to  a  nearby  field  with  his 
Ml  Carbine  when  the  auto¬ 
mobile  appeared.  As  the 
automobile  retumed,  a 
blast  from  a  shotgun  was 
fired  at  the  Watts  home. 
Watts  emptied  his  gun  at 


the  mystery  Cadillac.  No 
hits  seemed  to  be  scored 
by  either  party.  After 
this  last  threat  Watts 
eagerly  claimed,  for  news 
media  publication,  that 
his  entire  UFO  story  was 
one  big  hoax. 

At  this  juncture  I  must 
wam  the  reader  that  we 
will  move  on  to  some  even 
more  weird  seemingly  im¬ 
possible  events,  but  that 
ultimately  you  will  see  a 
sériés  of  strange  similar- 
ities  in  ail  of  this. 

One  night  in  1976  a  Min¬ 
nesota  couple  were  driving 
down  a  highway  toward  the 
small  town  where  they 
lived.  The  area  had  been 
experiencing  an  unusual 
amount  of  UFO  activity. 
They  pulled  into  a  motel 
driveway  and  the  man  gap 
out  with  the  intention  of 
using  the  outside  phone 
booth  there.  As  he  neared 
the  booth  a  big  black  Cad¬ 
illac  suddenly  arrived  and 
blocked  his  path.  An  or- 
dinary  man  jumped  out  and 
rudely  pushed  his  way  into 
the  booth  ahead  of  the 
Minnesota  man. 

The  upset  couple  drove 
on  down  the  highway  until 
they  saw  another  phone 
booth.  They  were  utterly 
amazed  when  the  same  Cad¬ 
illac  nearly  drove  them 
into  a  dit ch  and  the  same 
man  again  raced  to  the 
phone  booth  ahead  of  them. 
Unbelievable  as  it  seems, 
this  puzzling  ritual  was 
repeated  at  yet  another 
phone  booth  down  the  high¬ 
way.  The  now  fuming-mad 
couple  began  to  follow  the 
mysterious  car  and  its  odd 
acting  driver.  They  were 
able  to  obtain  its  license 
number.  Then,  as  they  fol- 
lowed,  the  mysterious  au¬ 
tomobile  suddenly  rose  up 
into  the  air  from  the 
highway,  and  vanished  be- 
fore  their  very  eyes .  Law 
enforcement  traced  the  li¬ 


cense  number  to  a  man  re- 
siding  in  the  area.  After 
some  investigation  they 
became  convinced  that  he 
knew  nothing  about  the  in¬ 
cident.  They  also  called 
in  on  the  CUFOS  Hot  Line 
and  Dr.  Hynek  was  roused 
out  of  bed  to  hear  about 
the  strange  incident.  The 
Minnesota  man  looked  upon 
the  incident  as  some  sort 
of  religious  miracle.  He 
is  an  adhèrent  of  the  Jé¬ 
hovah  Witness  form  of  wor- 
ship.  His  dénomination  be- 
lieves  that  the  Bible 
teaches  that  ail  paranor¬ 
mal  manifestations  are  the 
work  of  the  devil.  I  want- 
ed  to  mention  this  one  im¬ 
portant  fact  about  the  man 
whose  license  number  was 
involved  in  ail  this  be- 
cause  later  we  will  again 
encounter  this  curious  re¬ 
ligious  connection . 

Let  us  move  on  to  a 
quiet  back  area  in  South¬ 
ern  Tennessee.  Here  you 
will  see  the  weird  things 
I  hâve  written  about  thus 
far,  reaching  an  incredi- 
ble  crescendo  of  activity. 
To  the  unbelieving  outside 
world  some  of  these  South¬ 
ern  natives  must  seem  like 
candidates  for  a  mental 
institution.  However  you 
will  soon  learn  that  their 
wild  impossible  taies  do 
gain  an  aura  of  credibili- 
ty  from  events  elsewhere. 
Of  course,  the  cry  of  the 
critic  is  that  they  must 
hâve  scientifically  véri¬ 
fiable  physical  evidence. 
Ail  I  can  say  is,  that  is 
not  the  way  the  superin¬ 
telligences  behind  the 
MIBs  play  their  incredible 
game.  No,  it  is  a  conglom¬ 
ération  of  half  truths, 
contradictions,  and  lies; 
a  cunning  game  of  uncom- 
prehendible  motives  played 
from  beyond  the  edge  of 
the  reality  our  limited 
senses  allow  us  to  detect. 

From  1973  to  1976  south- 
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em  Tennessee  was  an 
intermittent  hot-bed  of 
UFO  activity  with  a  number 
of  contactée  épisodes.  The 
alien  contact  expériences 
of  two  of  these  persons 
were  quite  extensive.  In  a 
previous  contact  a  man 
named  Swanson  (a  pseudo- 
nym)  had  been  allowed  to 
copy,  from  a  screen  cre- 
ated  in  his  mind  while  on 
the  craft,  a  group  of  sym- 
bols  which  the  occupants 
claimed  was  the  formula 
for  the  propulsion  System. 
In  June  1974  Swanson  was 
stopped  on  his  way  home 
from  work  by  two  dark 
complexioned  men  in  a 
black  late-model  Cadillac 
bearing  California  license 
plates.  No  witnesses  were 
ever  able  to  get  ail  of 
the  long  number.  Swanson 
was  offered  $500,000  for 
the  formula.  This  seems  a 
rather  foolish  thing  to  do 
since  no  one  in  authority 
believed  Swanson* s  contact 
daims  anyway.  Twice  more 
in  June  they  drove  by  him 
on  the  way  home  and  flash- 
ed  a  large  attache  case 
packed  with  money.  On  June 
27  they  stopped  him  in  an 
alley  and  this  time  de- 
manded  that  he  take  the 
money.  This  time  there 
were  three  men  in  a  black 
Cadillac  3-seater  limo- 
sine.  The  one  who  seemed 
to  be  the  ffboss”  sat  in 
the  rear  seat  and  never 
got  out.  They  left  in  a 
cloud  of  dust  when  the 
amazed  and  suspicious 
Swanson  angrily  refused 
the  money. 

Let  me  give  you  a  des¬ 
cription  of  these  myster¬ 
ious  men.  They  had  big, 
fat,  round,  dark  complex¬ 
ioned,  Oriental  faces 
with  piercing  eyes  slanted 
upward  to  the  outside.  Ail 
were  heavy-set,  looked 
about  the  âge  30  to  40  and 
had  thick  black  hair  eut 
in  the  style  of  pre-crew 


eut  years .  They  wore  black 
suits,  white  shirts,  and 
black  ties.  Their  voices 
had  a  Chinese  or  Japanese 
accent,  were  pitched  low 
or  gruff,  and  they  spoke 
in  a  normal  unexcited 
tempo . 

On  August  2  another  con¬ 
tactée,  Laura  Ingles  (a 
pseudonym) ,  was  harrassed 
by  a  black  Lincoln  Con¬ 
tinental  Mark  IV.  The 
automobile  would  get  ahead 
of  her,  then  tum  and  corne 
facing  her  at  slow  speed. 
She  soon  parked  and  ran 
into  a  bowling  alley  to 
escape.  On  September  23  on 
a  rural  road  Swanson  once 
again  discovered  he  had 
his  unwelcome  visitors. 
This  time  they  were  in  a 
tan  Lincoln  Mark  IV.  Swan¬ 
son  tried  to  outrun  them 
and  got  up  to  95  MPH,  only 
to  hâve  them  take  exact  ly 
the  right  road  to  eut  him 
off.  Fed  up  with  ail  this, 
and  not  wishing  to  lead 
them  home,  he  stopped  on  a 
hilltop  and  grabbed  a 
handful  of  rocks  with  the 
intention  of  smashing 
their  windshield  when  they 
approached.  When  his  pur- 
suers  saw  the  angered 
Swanson  standing  there 
they  stopped,  backed  up, 
and  left  the  scene. 

Throughout  the  actions 
of  the  MIBwe  see  such  il- 
logical  acts.  The  witness 
is  skilfully  burdened  with 
the  task  of  trying  to  ex- 
plain  such  foolish,  mean- 
ingless  acts. 

On  September  25  Laura 
found  herself  being  trail- 
ed  by  a  tan  Lincoln.  She 
had  heard  what  had  happen- 
ed  to  Swanson,  so  she  too, 
tried  to  outrun  them, 
and  when  this  failed,  she 
stopped  and  got  out  to  do 
battle  with  a  small  chop- 
ping  axe  her  father  had  in 
the  car.  The  strange  auto¬ 
mobile  stopped,  backed  up, 
tumed  around  in  a  rural 


driveway,  and  left  the 
scene.  On  February  11, 
1975  a  big  black  Lincoln 
flashed  around  Laura  as 
she  drove  on  a  dark  rural 
road.  She  was  stopped,  and 
four  men  with  revolvers 
jumped  out  of  the  car.  The 
largest  MIB,  who  appeared 
a  heavy,  barrel  chested  5 
foot  10,  jerked  her  out  of 
the  car.  They  wanted  to  i 
know  where  her  father  was, 
and  where  the  formula  was. 
Foolish  questions,  since 
they  surely  knew  where  he 
was,  and  that  he  was  keep- 
ing  the  formula  in  his 
safe  for  Swanson.  Laura 
was  hit  with  a  sériés  of 
blows.  The  last  knocked 
her  on  her  back  on  the 
hood  of  the  car.  Then  her 
strange  assailants  left. 

When  Laura  reached  home, 
her  father  Sam  (a  pseudo¬ 
nym)  ,  was  furious .  He  took 
her  to  the  shérif f* s  of¬ 
fice,  and  also  called  in 
friends  who  came  with 
guns .  The  mysterious  men 
in  black  had  dis  appeared 
again.  The  next  day  he 
took  his  swollen  faced 
daughter  to  the  doctor  and 
also  reported  to  other  law 
enforcement  officers  in 
the  area. 

On  the  next  night  Sam 
Ingles  had  just  left  his 
farm  when  the  tenant  heard 
noises  down  by  the  barn. 
While  investigating  this, 
with  shotgun  in  hand,  the 
tenant  spotted  a  distant 
intruder  in  the  moonlit 
road.  When  this  person 
failed  to  heed  his  cries 
to  stop,  the  jumpy  tenant 
blasted  away  at  him.  The 
figure  whirled  and  fired 
back  with  what  sounded 
like  a  shotgun.  Now  where 
hâve  we  heard  about  these 
crazy  shotgun  battles  be- 
fore?  In  Texas  in  1968,  of 
course.  A  car  sped  out 
from  behind  the  barn  and 
down  the  country  road.  The 
tenant  jumped  in  his  car 
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and  managed  to  get  close 
enough  to  see  a  Cadillac 
bearing  a  California  li- 
cense,  before  the  auto¬ 
mobile  moved  out  of  sight. 

Several  days  later  Laura 
looked  out  the  upstairs 
window  of  her  home,  and 
there  in  the  yard  stood 
the  big  man  who  had  pre- 
viously  beat  her  up.  He 
just  looked  up  at  her.  It 
had  rained,  and  it  looked 
like  he  had  on  an  old 
style  Stetson  hat.  Laura 
rushed  downstairs  and  the 
family  rushed  outdoors . 
They  even  scoured  the 
neighborhood  in  two  cars. 
The  MIB  had  vanished. 

On  February  21  Sam  In- 
gles  was  visiting  his 
farm.  The  tenant  borrowed 
his  car  to  go  to  the 
country  store.  A  short 
time  later  he  franticly 
rushed  into  the  house 
shouting  ’They  are  right 
behind  me!”  He  grabbed  a 
shotgun  and  peered  fear- 
fully  out  a  window  as  he 
related  what  had  happened. 
As  he  was  driving  back 
from  the  store  he  had 
looked  in  his  rear  view 
mirror,  and  there  was  a 
big  black  car  right  on  his 
bumper.  He  nearly  lost 
control  of  his  car  in 
panic.  Suddenly,  there  was 
nothing  behind  him  when  he 
looked  again.  When  he  en- 
tered  the  grave  1  driveway 
leading  to  his  home  he 
thought  he  could  hear  the 
crunch  of  tires  on  the 
gravel  behind  him.  This  is 
why  he  arrived  home  acting 
like  a  man  possessed. 

One  day  later  Laura  was 
enroute  toJier  home  when 
she  was  stunned  by  the 
sight  of  the  same  menacing 
figures  in  an  automobile 
about  100  feet  behind  her. 
This  time  they  were  in 
what  looked  like  a  black 
Mercury.  I f  we  recall  the 
Plymouth  in  the  Watts  case 
in  Texas,  it  would  ap- 


pear  that  the  MIB  is  not 
exclusive ly  associated 
with  Cadillacs.  After 
Laura  had  swerved  into  her 
driveway  she  looked  back 
and  discovered  that  her 
pursuers  had  disappeared. 
Now,  where  hâve  we  heard 
such  crazy  taies  before? 
From  the  alarmed  Minnesota 
couple  and  the  sheriff  who 
interrupted  Dr.  Hynek ' s 
sleep . 

Before  we  leave  Tennes¬ 
see  let  me  mention  a  few 
more  interesting  details. 
During  one  incident  the 
door  of  the  MIB  automobile 
was  opened.  Laura  thought 
she  saw  what  looked  like  a 
police  scanner  in  the 
dashboard.  An  ordinary  an- 
tenna  was  mounted  on  the 
trunk.  Once  one  of  the  MIB 
appeared  to  hâve  greyin^ 
hair. 

As  I  hâve  stated  pre- 
viously,  both  Swanson  and 
Laura  Ingles  were  contact¬ 
ées  in  which  the  usual  ab¬ 
duction,  physical  examina¬ 
tion  syndrome  appeared. 
They  also  claimed  periodic 
communication  with  what- 
ever  lay  behind  the  UFO- 
MIB  manifestations.  This 
was  a  one  way  situation  in 
which  the  aliens  knew 
their  thoughts,  and  créât - 
ed  a  voice  inside  their 
heads.  After  an  originally 
garbled  beginning,  the 
voice  became  clear  and 

commanding.  Two  different 
voices  were  heard.  One  was 
the  exact  tone  and  volume 
of  the  seemingly  good  UFO 
occupants  who  had  taken 
them  on  their  craft .  The 

other  voice  was  the 

frightening,  mean,  gruff, 
sound  of  the  MIB.  The  in¬ 
telligence  behind  the 
voices  seemed  to  be  play- 
ing  some  kind  of  uncompre- 
hendible  game,  or  else 
there  really  were  two  dif¬ 
ferent  groups  at  work  in 
Tennessee.  The  things  that 
happened  to  Swanson,  in- 


cluding  the  adverse  voice 
in  his  head,  caused  him  to 
join  a  church.  His  contact 
with  the  aliens  then 
ceased. 

Laura  was  the  récipient 
of  such  MIB  voice  comment s 
as  ”We  are  the  devil!  Go 
bum  your  Bible!”  However 
the  voice  sometimes  seemed 
to  speak  in  contradictory 
riddles.  Once  it  said  the 
Bible  was  a  good  guide  for 
ail  humanity.  This  reli- 
gious  link  in  Tennessee 
reminds  us  of  a  similar 
remote  link  in  Minnesota. 

I  hâve  presented  you 
with  some  thought  provok- 
ing  MIB  incidents.  Perhaps 
you  will  prefer  to  suspect 
that  they  are  ail  lies.  If 
so,  remember  that  these 
lies  seem  to  fit  together 
in  a  very  curious  fashion. 

In  our  human  flesh  form, 
with  its  limited  sensory 
abilities,  is  our  compré¬ 
hension  of  total  universal 
reality  perhaps  infinités¬ 
imal?  What  is  the  origin 
and  purpose  of  the  secret- 
ive  intelligence  behind 
the  UFO-MIB  phenomenon? 
Haven ’t  we  been  told  long 
ago?  Let  me  quote  the  bi- 
blical  scripture  Ephesians 
6:12.  ”For  we  wrestle  not 
against  flesh  and  blood, 
but  against  principalities 
and  powers.  Against  the 
rulers  of  darkness  of  this 
world.  Against  spiritual 
wickedness  in  high 
places.”  Look  around  you 
and  see  its  other  effects 
in  the  steady  détériora¬ 
tion  of  the  basic  founda- 
tions  of  the  home,  country 
and  church.  We  see  the 
rapid  advance  of  these 
forces  as  never  before.

In  my  view,  ufology  in 
the  eighties  is  beginning 
to  take  on  a  completely 
new  character,  due  largely 
to  the  impact  of  two  very 
influential  books:  (1)  The 
Missing  Seven  H ours ,  by 
David  Haisell  ;  and  (2)  The 
Andreasson  Affair ,  by  Ray¬ 
mond  Fowler.  An  article  in 
Vol.  1,  No.  2,  of  Journal 
UFO 3  on  ”UF0s  and  the 
U. N.”,  by  Michael  Sin¬ 
clair,  indicates  that  dur¬ 
ing  the  seventies  an  in- 
creasing  number  of  people, 
including  scientists,  came 
to  the  realization  that  it 
is  neither  unreasonable 
nor  unscientific  to  admit 
the  possibility  that 
astronauts  from  extrater- 
restrial  civilizations  are 


visiting  our  planet  in 
”nuts  and  bolts”  vehicles, 
perhaps  for  the  purpose  of 
collecting  specimens  of 
the  local  flora  and  fauna. 
Most  ”legitimate”  sight- 
ings,  and  even  abductions, 
can  be  neatly  explained  by 
the  ETI  hypothesis. 

Nagging  at  the  backs  of 
our  minds,  however,  are 
the  ”non-legitimate”  re¬ 
ports,  such  as:  packs  of 
black  dogs  being  released 
from  landed  UFOs  (1);  St. 
John,  St.  Joseph,  and  the 
Virgin  Mary  stepping  out 
of  a  globe  of  light  that 
descended  in  a  field  near 
a  church  in  Knock,  Ire- 
land  (2) ;  strange,  big- 
eared  créatures  clambering 
around  on  the  roof  of  a 
house  near  Hopkinsville, 
Kentucky,  terrorizing  the 
occupants  (3);  the  clan¬ 
destine  activities  of  the 
notorious  MIB  (men  in 
black);  the  ”cont actees” ; 
and  s o  on. 

It  used  to  be  ail  too 
easy  to  lump  these  ”weird” 
cases  in  with  the  tradi- 
tional  reports  of  lepre- 
chauns,  ghosts,  and  other 
”occult”  phenomena.  The 
publication  of  the  well- 


documented  and  scientific- 
ally  analyzed  cases  of 
Gerry  Armstrong  and  Betty 
Andreasson  has  shattered 
our  growing  complacency 
and  opened  up  a  whole  Pan- 
dora's  Box  of  unsettling 
enigmas  and  disturbing 
questions.  ”What,  pray 
tell,  is  going  on?”  one 
might  well  ask. 

Can  we  extend  the  ETI 
hypothesis  to  include 
black  dogs  and  saints?  Or 
must  we  corne  from  the 
other  direction  and  con- 
clude  that  UFOs  are  the 
carriages  of  the  elves, 
impinging  upon  our  con- 
sciousness  from  some  un- 
knowable  dream-world?  Or 
is  someone  slipping  bella- 
donna  into  our  water  sup- 
ply? 

When  one  reads  Chapter 
12,  Automatic  Handwriting 3 
from  the  Armstrong  case, 
and  Chapter  10,  The  Blue 
Book>  from  the  Andreasson 
case,  one  is  tempted  to 
conclude  that  we  are  wit- 
nessing  a  new  type  of  psy¬ 
chosis.  The  ”messages” 
seemingly  being  sent  by 
the  télépathie  aliens  sim- 
ply  do  not,  in  either 
case,  display  the  superhu- 
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man  intelligence  that  one 
would  expect  from  beings 
capable  of  interstellar 
travel . 

When  one  rese arches  the 
topic  of  hallucinatory 
psychoses,  particularly  of 
the  schizophrénie  variety, 
one  frequently  encounters 
the  suggestion  that  hallu¬ 
cinatory  expériences  occur 
as  a  resuit  of  the  mind' s 
efforts  to  defend  itself 
from  the  perception  of 
horrifying  realities.  This 
same  Freudian  approach  is 
sometimes  used  even  today 
by  psychoanalysts  in  their 
attempts  to  probe  the 
depths  of  their  patients' 
minds  by  "interpreting" 
their  dreams  and  night- 
mares.  In  applying  this 
technique,  one  regards  the 
"content"  of  the  dream,  or 
hallucination,  as  being 
symbolic  of  something 
else.  By  "interpreting" 
the  symbol s  correct ly,  one 
can ,  theoretically ,  dis- 
cover  the  true  reality  be- 
hind  the  symbols. 

It  is  interesting  to  ex- 
periment  with  the  assump- 
tion  that  Gerry  Armstrong 
underwent  an  épisode  of 
hallucinatory  psychosis 
during  the  "Niagara  Falls 
and  Back  Again"  incident 
described  in  Chapter  11  of 
The  Missing  Seven  Hours. 
What  was  the  reality  be- 
neath  the  "hallucinatory" 
trip  to  Niagara  Falls? 
Armstrong  said  that  he  had 
"just  fired  someone",  and 
"was  emotionally  upset 
about  the  whole  thing." 
Did  he  associate  Niagara 
Falls  with  a  "vacation"? 
Was  he  running  away  from 
his  problems  by  hallucin- 
ating  that  he  made  the 
trip?  How  does  one  begin 
to  answer  such  questions 
about  someone  one  has 
never  met? 

Perhaps  the  answer  lies 
in  a  book  entitled,  The 
Humccnoids ,  edited  by 


Charles  Bowen.  On  pages 
90-94,  ufologist  Gordon 
Creighton  describes  a  num- 
ber  of  humanoid  cases  that 
appear  to  hâve  rather 
startling  implications  for 
the  Armstrong  case. 

In  the  Ciudad  Valleys, 
Mexico,  one  evening  in 
August,  1953,  a  cab  driver 
was  fixing  his  car  when  he 
encountered  two  pleasant- 
looking  gentlemen  about 
4  1/2  feet  high,  cl  ad  in 
one-piece  garments  from 
neck  to  toe.  One  man  spoke 
good  Spanish,  although 
with  a  strange  accent, 
while  the  other  evidently 
understood  it  but  did  not 
speak  it.  "Both  smiled 
sympathetical ly ,  they  dis- 
cussed  his  car  and  trivial 
matters,  and  when  it  began 
to  rain  they  accepted  hi^' 
invitation  to  shelter  with 
him  in  the  vehicle."  The 
two  "little  men"  later 
boarded  a  landed  dise  that 
rose  slowly  with  a  pendu- 
lum  motion,  began  to  glow 
intensely,  and  then  shot 
vertically  into  the  sky  at 
a  staggering  speed. 

In  Linha  Bêla  Vista, 
State  of  Rio  Grande  do 
Sul ,  Brazil,  on  the  eve¬ 
ning  of  December  9,  1954, 
an  "almost  completely  il- 
literate"  farmer,  who  "had 
never  heard  of  ' flying 
saucers',"  saw  a  landed 
UFO  with  three  humanoids. 
"They  were  of  medium 
height,"  (note:  in  Brazil, 
medium  height  is  somewhat 
shorter  than  in  North 
America) ,  "broad-shoulder- 
ed,  with  long  blond  hair 
blowing  in  the  wind. . . . 
Their  clothing  consisted 
of  light  brown  coverall 
garments  fastened  to  their 
shoes...."  There  was  no 
verbal  contact  in  this 
case. 

In  Porto  Alegre,  also  in 
Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  on 
November  10,  1954,  a  farm¬ 
er  and  his  family  were  out 


for  a  ride  in  their  car, 
when  they  saw  a  landed 
dise,  from  which  emerged 
two  apparently  normal- 
sized  men  with  long  hair 
and  overall-like  clothing. 
"They  approached  the  car 
with  their  hands  above 
their  heads . . . . "  The 
frightened  witnesses  later 
saw  them  re-enter  the 
dise,  "which  rose  into  the 
sky  at  a  dizzying  speed." 

Returning  to  the  task  of 
interpreting  the  "symbol- 
ism"  of  Armstrong 's  pré¬ 
sumable  hallucinatory  trip 
to  Niagara  Falls,  the  ob- 
vious  question  is  this: 
can  the  account  that  ap- 
pears  in  Chapter  7  of  The 
Missing  Seven  Hours  be 
interpreted  as  a  symbolic 
allegory  generated  by  Arm¬ 
strong'  s  subconscious  mind 
in  an  attempt  to  defend 
itself  against  the  ter- 
rifying  reality  of  an  ab¬ 
duction  by  the  same  beings 
that  were  sighted  in  Cen¬ 
tral  and  South  America  in 
1953-54,  beings  that  may 
also  hâve  abducted  Arm¬ 
strong  in  the  summer  of 
1953,  when  the  original 
"missing  seven  hours"  oc- 
curred? 

According  to  the  ac¬ 
count,  he  was  driving  down 
Don  Mills  Road  one  evening 
in  November,  1973,  when  he 
heard  a  rumbling  and  roar- 
ing  sound.  "I  found  myself 
stopping  the  car  as  two 
people  were  standing  in 
front  of  me  waving  at  me 
through  the  windshield." 
Did  the  beings  hâve  their 
hands  in  the  air  as  they 
did  in  Porto  Alegre,  Bra¬ 
zil,  and  did  he  rational- 
ize  this  oddity  by  regard- 
ing  it  as  "waving"?  He 
States  that  they  were  both 
"fairly  young".  Was  it 
perhaps  their  short  stat¬ 
ure  that  led  him  to  this 
conclusion?  As  in  the  Bra¬ 
zil  encounters,  the  beings 
had  long  hair,  and  were 
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wearing  overalls. 

"Suddenly  I  realized 
that  the  roaring  I  could 
hear  was  that  of  Niagara 
Falls."  On  p.  62  of  the 
book,  a  UFO  sighted  by 
Armstrong  and  his  family 
in  the  fall  of  1973  was 
described  as  sounding 
"like  the  roar  of.. Niagara 
Falls!"  Did  Armstrong's 
subconscious  mind  retain 
this  description  of  the 
sound  of  the  UFO,  and  then 
use  it  that  fateful  eve¬ 
ning  to  construct  a  dé¬ 
fensive  fantasy  about  a 
trip  "to  Niagara  Falls"? 
Could  it  be  that  his  des- 
perate  mind  then  went  on 
to  interpret  the  landed 
UFO  itself  as  being  "the 
concession  building  beside 
the  falls"? 

Three  further  details  of 
the  Armstrong  incident  are 
strikingly  reminiscent  of 
the  Mexican  encounter:  it 
was  raining,  they  ail  got 
into  the  car,  and  one  of 
two  beings  did  the  talk- 
ing. 

The  subséquent  visit  to 
the  "garage"  to  fix  the 
strangers'  "fiat  tire" 
could  very  well  hâve  been 
an  on-going  hallucination, 
perhaps  psychically  en- 
couraged  and  bolstered  by 
the  aliens  as  they  led  him 
aboard  the  UFO.  In  des- 
cribing  the  "gas  station", 
he  says  that  "the  whole 
place  was  so  neat  and 
clean . " 

During  the  period  in 
question,  Gerry  Armstrong 
made  a  collect  call  to  his 
wife,  Susan,  seemingly 
from  "the  Sheraton"  in 
Niagara  Falls.  The  call 
even  appeared  on  their 
monthly  phone  bill.  This 
is  difficult  to  under- 
stand.  However,  UFOs  hâve, 
in  other  cases,  been  re- 
ported  to  hâve  interfered 
with  phone  calls  in  vari- 
ous  ways .  Perhaps  the 
aliens  seized  upon  this 


opportunity  to  provide 
corroboration  for  Arm¬ 
strong's  défensive  hallu¬ 
cination  -  in  order  to 
further  cover  up  the 
existence  of  the  abduction 
-  by  allowing  him  to  "make 
a  call"  to  his  wife.... a 
call  that  was  beamed  into 
the  phone  System  (which, 
after  ail,  is  merely  elec- 
trical)  ,  in  such  a  way 
that  it  was  recorded  by 
the  phone  company  as  hav- 
ing  corne  from  Niagara 
Falls. 

One  might  hypothesize 
that  the  bizarre  content 
of  many  close  encounters  - 
the  black  dogs ,  the 
saints,  and  so  on  -  are 
ail  représentative  of  the 
same  type  of  hallucinatory 
mechanism.  Perhaps  it  is 
simply  the  case  that 
people  see  what  they  need 
to  see  in  order  to  sur¬ 
vive.  Who  knows  what  hap- 
pens  to  the  human  mind 
when  it  is  propelled  to 
dizzyingly  high  levels  of 
psychic  energy  by  the  sud- 
den  appearance  of  these 
superintelligent  human¬ 
oids? 

In  the  past,  it  seems  to 
hâve  been  the  tendency  for 
many  ufologists  to  "fil- 
ter"  their  raw  data  -  i.e. 
the  UFO  reports  -  so  as  to 
exclude  those  reports  that 
didn't  fiteasily  into  the 
ETI  framework.  People  who 
saw  black  dogs  jumping  out 
of  flying  saucers  were  put 
in  a  "Catch-22"  position: 
they  were  regarded  as 
"low- credibility  witness¬ 
es"  simply  because  they 
dared  to  report  such  "ab- 
surd"  events,  and  for  this 
reason  their  cases  were 
rarely  considered  by  "ser- 
ious"  ufologists.  The  Arm¬ 
strong  case,  as  well  as 
the  Andreasson  case,  are 
landmarks  in  ufology  in 
that  they  both  deal  fairly 
and  analytically  with  UFO 
expériences  that  would 


formerly  hâve  been  dis- 
missed  as  "fringe"  cases. 

My  own  view  is  that  the 
ETI  hypothesis  is  still 
tenable  in  the  face  of 
these  "weird"  reports,  if 
we  grant  the  possibility 
that:  (1)  ETI  has  a  high- 

level  component  that  we 
might  tend  to  regard  as 
"psychic"  in  nature;  and 
(2)  the  human  mind  behaves 
strangely  in  close  en¬ 
counter  incidents,  which 
often  leads  to  situations 
where  observation  and  hal¬ 
lucination  are  woven  to- 
gether  into  a  single  sub¬ 
jective  expérience  that 
can  appear  to  hâve  an  al¬ 
most  ridiculous  level  of 
"strangeness" . 

As  a  parting  thought,  it 
might  be  worth  pondering 
the  ufological  impli¬ 
cations  of  the  fact  that 
terrestrial  physicists  are 
now  confirming  Sir  James 
Jean 's  observation  that 
the  universe  is  looking 
more  and  more  like  a  great 
thought  than  a  great  ma¬ 
chine.  The  distinction 
that  we  humans  make  be- 
tween  "perception"  and 
"hallucination"  could’ turn 
out  to  be  merely  an  idio- 
syncrasy  of  our  species, 
with  no  actual  foundation 
in  objective  reality. 

Perhaps  the  "hallucina¬ 
tions"  that  many  abductees 
seem  to  expérience  are  not 
merely  products  of  their 
own  terrified  minds,  but 
are,  in  reality,  a  form  of 
high- level,  symbolic  com¬ 
munication  that  the  ab¬ 
ductees  receive  from  their 
abductors  at  a  subcon¬ 
scious,  hallucinatory  lev¬ 
el.  If  this  hypothesis  is 
indeed  true,  then  our  ef¬ 
forts  to  unravel  the  laby- 
rinthine  complexities  of 
these  bizarre  "fringe 
cases"  could  yield  unsus- 
pected  insights  into  the 
nature  of  extraterrestrial 
intelligence.  •

The  concepts  he  présents  in  this  article  may 
well  form  the  basis  for  organizing  national  and  inter¬ 
national  efforts  to  co-ordinate  UFO  research.  y 


Every  organization  (as¬ 
sociation,  group,  insti- 
tute  etc.)  devoting  its 
energies  to  UFO-oriented 
activities,  whether  re¬ 
search,  investigations,  or 
both,  should  define  the 
goals  for  its  work.  Very 
often  this  is  done  in  the 
statutes,  but  most  often 
the  formulation  is  vague 
and  unspecified;  usually 
it  is  quite  ambitious  with 
regard  to  what  the  organi¬ 
zation  has  at  its  disposai 
in  the  way  of  methodology, 
available  capacity  and 
compétence,  as  well  as 
other  more  technical  re¬ 
sources.  such  as  computers 
or  field  equipment. 

Associations  working  lo¬ 
cal  ly  or  on  a  county-level 
ought  to  be  responsible 
for: 

-  continuous  reviewing  of 
UFO  incidents  in  the  area 
covered 

-  continuous  follow-up  of 


UFO  incidents  by  field  in¬ 
vestigations  (through  "in¬ 
ternai11  or  extemal  ex¬ 
perts) 

-  compiling  collected  in¬ 
formation  in  a  standardiz- 
ed  way  (using  a  form  com- 
mon  to  ail  national 
groups,  or  international  ly 
standardized) 

-  collating  the  collected 
information  with  check-up 
information  gathered  from 
different  authorities  to 
sort  out  IFOs  (sometimes 
national  co-operation  will 
be  needed  to  carry  out 
this  step) 

-  local  public  relations 
and  information  service  to 
mass-media  and  the  general 
public.  Contacts  with  au¬ 
thorities  would  require 
some  caution  and  should  be 
made  only  in  harmony  with 
a  national  "pattern  of  ac¬ 
tion”  (this  will  most  pro- 
bably  require  a  national 
co-operative  body) 

-  training  of  field  inves- 


tigators  and  controllers 
within  the  framework  of  a 
national  (or  better-an  in¬ 
ternational  ly  harmonized) 
plan  for  such  training  in- 
cluding  an  appropriate 
handbook 

-  supplying  the  documents 
covering  completed  inves¬ 
tigations  to  a  national 
UFO-body  for: 

-  publishing  in  national/ 
international  UFO  journals 

-  incorporation,  after 
pertinent  coding,  into  na¬ 
tional  /internat  ion  al  com- 
puterized  databases  for 
scientific  analysis. 

Nationally  there  should 
be  preferably  one  but  pos- 
sibly  more  co-operative 
UFO  groups  with  the  fol- 
lowing  main  functions: 

-  information  and  public 
relations  to  mass-media 
and  the  general  public 

-  development  of  plans, 
aids  and  handbooks  for  the 
training  of  field  investi- 
gators,  controllers  and

codifiers,  plus  training 
of  local/regional  trainers 

-  reviewing  and  investiga- 
ting  UFO  incidents  occur- 
ring  in  places  where  no 
local  UFO  group(s)  is/are 
available 

-  contacts  with  central 
authorities 

-  coding,  data  entry  and 
computer  processing  on  a 
national  level. 

This  last  group  should 
also  be  responsible  for: 

-  systematic  development 
of  methodology,  standard¬ 
ized  forms,  control  rou¬ 
tines  and  the  principal 
content  of  the  training 
package 

-  the  international  UFO 
research  co-operation. 

With  regard  to  the  na¬ 
ture  of  the  UFO  enigma  it 
should  be  quite  self-evi- 
dent  that  the  "solution” 
will  not  be  attainable  at 
a  national  or  county  level 
or  still  less  by  local  ef¬ 
forts.  It  will  require  a 
purposeful ,  co-ordinated 
and  continuous  interna¬ 
tional  effort  over  a 
lengthy  period  of  time. 
This  in  tum  will  require 
extraordinarily  compréhen¬ 
sive  resources  which  in 
reality  only  the  society 
as  a  whole  has  at  its  dis¬ 
posai.  The  work  of  UFO  or- 
ganizations  would  there- 
fore  best  be  oriented  to- 
wards : 

-  information  (and  public 
relations)  to  mass-media 
and  the  general  public, 
continuing  and  expanding 
upon  what  has  already  been 
done  in  this  direction 

-  systematic  analysis  of  a 
selected  amount  of  UFO  da¬ 
ta  (minimum  data  base)  to 
get  a  scientifically 
based,  s tatistically  sig- 
nificant  answer  to  the 
question  "Is  there  really 
something?".  Not  until 
such  an  answer  (quanti ta- 
tively  well  founded)  is 
available  will  it  be  pos¬ 
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sible  to  acquire  access  to 
the  required  resources  of 
society. 

The  fields  of  responsi- 
bility  for  an  internation¬ 
al  UFO  research  organiza¬ 
tion  would  then  be : 

-  to  maintain  an  updated 
international  minimum  UFO 
data  base: 

-  for  administrative  sup¬ 
port  in  field  investiga¬ 
tions  (IFOs,  mul ti-country 
incidents,  common  simulta- 
neous  flight  paths) 

-  for  statistical  analy¬ 
ses  in  UFO  research 

-  to  take  on  the  responsi- 
bility  for  a  harmonized 
investigations  methodology 
(including  report  forms 
etc.  ) 

-  to  develop  a  coding  Sys¬ 
tem 

-  to  develop  standardized 
training  methods  for  field 
investigators ,  control¬ 
lers,  encoders  (including 
appropriate  handbooks) 

-  to  open  up  channels  for 
contacts  with  relevant  au¬ 
thorities  plus  disséminât  - 
ing  results  of  the  find- 
ings  of  UFO  research. 


Sweden  has  organized  its 
UFO  research  on  a  national 
basis,  with  the  capabil- 
ity  of  international  in¬ 
ter-relations.  Project  URD 
(URD:  UFO  Reporting  and 
Data  System.)  has  been  de- 
signed  to  fulfill  the  re- 
quirements  listed  above, 
and  thus  to  function  as  a 
research  tool  at  ail  lev- 
els  of  UFO  research.  Pro¬ 
ject  URD  has  a  methodology 
aimed  at  various  levels  of 
scientific  research,  and  a 
set  of  aids  (standardized 
forms  with  a  minimum 
amount  of  UFO  data  as  an 
option,  field  investiga¬ 
tors,  controllers,  codi¬ 
fiers  and  handbooks)  ,  plus 
an  IBM-based  computerized 
(SPSS)  data  base  already 
in  operation. 

Project  URD  is  run  by 
the  International  URD 
Foundation  of  Sweden,  and 
offers  its  services  for 
use  in  intemationally  co¬ 
operative  UFO  research.

There  has  recently  been 
a  great  deal  of  publicity 
dealing  with  the  attempts 
of  certain  groups ,  such  as 
Ground  Saucer  Watch,  to 
gain  access  to  the  UFO  re- 
search  files  of  various 
govemment  agencies . 

While  such  groups  as  GSW 
do  lead  the  movement  to 
hâve  new  information  re- 
leased,  the  average,  indé¬ 
pendant  UFO  researcher 
does  hâve  access  to  a 
large  amount  of  material 
that  has  already  been  re- 
leased  by  the  government, 
and  he  can  even  cause  the 
release  of  previously  un- 
avai labié  documents.  The 
purpose  of  this  report  is 
to  let  you  know  who  to 
write  for  this  type  of  in¬ 
formation,  and  what  to  ask 
for. 

The  Central  Intelligence 
Agency,  of  course,  is  the 
main  target  of  the  Freedom 
of  Information  Act  suit s, 
and  does  maintain  a  great 
mass  of  information  on  the 
subject.  As  of  my  last 
check  with  CIA,  the  agency 
had  released  879  pages  of 
UFO  related  documents, 
most  of  them  a  resuit  of 
William  Spaulding's  FOIA 
movements.  The  agency  used 


to  supply  members  of  the 
press  with  these  documents 
free  of  charge,  but  Lavon 
B.  Strong  of  the  CIA  Pub-,- 
lie  Affairs  Office  has  re¬ 
cently  informed  me  that 
they  now  are  charging  a 
10<f:  per  page  photocopy 
fee.  I  would  assume  that 
this  fee  also  applies  to 
non-press  researchers .

The  Defense  Intelligence 
Agency  does  not  maintain

quirements  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Defense.

Brins ley  Le  Poer  Trench  has  been  around  the  UFO  scene 
for  quite  some  time.  He  has  been  researching  the  subject 
since  the  end  of  World  War  TT,  and  was  a  former  editor 
of  Britainrs  well  resipected  journal 3  FLYING  SAUCER  RE¬ 
VIEW  3  now  edited  by  Charles  Bowen .  Trench  is  now  a  mem- 
ber  of  the  British  Bouse  of  Lords 3  taking  his  seat  in 
19  76  after  succeeding  to  his  title 3  Lord  Clancarty 3  in 
1975 .  He  is  the  author  of  seven  well  known  books  on  UFOs 
and  on  January  18  3  19  79  he  introduced  a  debate  on  the 
subject  in  the  House  of  Lords .  In  this  article  he  de¬ 
tails  the  activities  of  the  House  of  Lords  Ail  Party  UFO 
Study  Group 3  which  was  formed  subséquent  to  that  debate. 


Earl  of  Clancarty 


It  occurred  to  me  that 
you,  the  readers,  might 
like  to  learn  about  the 
activities  of  our  House  of 
Lords  Ail  Party  UFO  Study 
Group . 

The  group  was  formed  as 
a  resuit  of  a  suggestion  I 
made  when  introducing  the 
UFO  Debate  in  the  House  of 
Lords  on  18  January,  last 
year . 

In  the  ensuing  days  af¬ 
ter  the  Debate  a  number  of 
Peers  told  me  that  they 
would  like  to  join  such  a 
group.  However,  there  was 
a  General  Election  soon 
after  the  Debate,  and  Her 
Majesty  the  Queen  did  not 
open  Parliament  until  the 
middle  of  May,  last  year. 

So  we  had  to  wait  to 
hâve  our  inaugural  meeting 
in  June  to  elect  officers 
and  discuss  aims . 

Since  then  we  hâve  had 
six  more  meetings  with 
guest  speakers  from  Eng- 
land  (2),  Spain  (1)  and 
the  United  States  (3)  . 

Appropriately ,  on  10 
July,  last  year,  we  start- 
ed  with  Charles  Bowen  who 
has  been  editing  Flying 
Saucer  Review  for  some  15 
years.  Incidentally ,  the 
magazine  is  now  in  its 
25th  year  of  publication. 
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I  managed  to  get  it  ac- 
cepted  into  the  House  of 
Lords  library  some  time 
ago . 

As  would  be  expected 
Bowen  gave  us  a  very  good 
talk  but  inclined  to  the 
view  that  the  ufonauts 
were  hostile. 

After  the  long  summer 
recess,  on  20  November  we 
were  addressed  by  an  Amer¬ 
ican,  Mr.  Edwin  Slade,  who 
is  a  prominent  member  of 
ICUFON  (Intercontinental 
UFO  Research  and  Analytic 
Network).  He  is,  in  fact, 
their  research  officer,  as 
well  as  being  a  nuclear 
physicist  and  a  former 
lecturer  on  rocket  theory 
at  the  University  of  New 
York.  He  gave  us  a  splen- 
did  talk  and  took  the  view 
that  there  were  many  ad- 
vanced  civilizations  in 
space,  and  that  apart  from 
a  few  exceptions,  the  vast 
majority  were  basically 
friendly . 

On  the  llth  December, 
our  guest  speaker  was 
Senor  Antonio  Ribera,  au¬ 
thor  of  many  UFO  books, 
and  the  foremost  civilian 
researcher  in  Spain.  He, 
too,  gave  us  a  marvel lous 
address.  Here  is  a  quote 
from  his  speech. 


MThe  scientific  estab¬ 
lishment  of  each  epoch 
usually  frowns  upon  any 
new  development  or  idea. 
The  examples  are  common.  I 
do  not  want  to  quote  again 
the  well -known  example  of 
Galileo  Galilei,  who  inci¬ 
dentally  seems  to  be  on 
his  way  to  réhabilitation 
by  Rome.  Less  known  is  the 
example  of  meteorites. 
*Since  in  the  sky  there 
are  no  stones,  stones  can- 
not  fall  from  the  skies, ? 
said  pompously  the  French 
scientists  at  the  end  of 
the  18th  century.  But 
stones  did  fall  from  the 
skies.  Today,  the  study  of 
meteorites  is  commonplace 
in  ail  universities . 

MWhen  for  the  first  time 
in  history,  the  Wright 
Brothers  were  flying  a 
short  distance  over  the 
Kitty  Hawk  beach,  that 
same  day  of  1903,  the 
Washington  Post  published 
a  story  written  by  the 
mathematician  Newcomb , 
proving  with  the  help  of 
Mathematics  that  the 
flight  of  an  object  heav- 
ier  than  air  was  impossi¬ 
ble  . 

MI  hâve  the  feeling  that 
with  the  UFO  problem  we 
are  stumbling  again  upon 


the  same  stone.  The  stone 
of  our  conceit . . . M 

On  29  January,  19  80,  our 
guest  speaker  was  Major 
Colman  S.  VonKeviczky, 
MMSE.  He  is  director  of 
the  earlier  mentioned 
ICUFON  group.  He,  too, 
gave  us  a  most  stimulating 
and  thought  provoking 
talk.  What  a  marvel lous 
character  is  Colman! 

In  his  concluding  re¬ 
marks  he  quoted  Michael 
A. G.  Mishoud,  the  U. S. 
State  Department* s  Office 
of  International  Security 
Director  who  said  in  June, 
1978: 

MAliens  from  other  solar 
Systems  are  a  potential 
threat  to  us,  and  we  are  a 
potential  threat  to  them.M 

It  is  my  own  view  that 
if  a  World  War  III  started 
and  nuclear  weapons  were 
used,  no  one  would  win 
such  a  conflict,  and  the 
resuit  would  be  a  holo- 
caust.  Millions  of  people 
would  be  killed  and  the 
earth  destroyed. 

As  a  resuit  of  nuclear 
or  neutron  bombs  exploding 
on  the  earth,  radiation 
would  reach  out  into  the 
Ionosphère,  and  harm  other 
parts  of  the  galaxy. 

On  19  February,  we  were 
addressed  by  an  English- 
man,  W.  Raymond  Drake,  the 
author  of  a  large  number 
of  books  about  ancient  as- 
tronauts  from  elsewhere. 

He  spoke  entirely  with- 
out  notes  and  rattled  off 
biblical  dates,  as  well  as 
others  in  Ancient  Egypt 
and  long  ago  in  the  Far 
East.  He  must  hâve  a  pho¬ 
tographie  memory! 

Then,  on  11  March  our 
guest  was  Mr.  Ze ch aria 
Sitchin,  the  American  au¬ 
thor  of  the  best  selling 
book  on  both  sides  of  the 
Big  Pond  called  The 
Twelfth  Plane t.  I  mention¬ 
ed  him  in  my  last  article, 
so  will  just  mention  that 
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he  gave  us  a  fascinât in g 
talk . 

Now  I  corne  to  something 
quite  astoünding!  The  pre- 
viously  mentioned  Antonio 
Ribera  wrote  to  me  some 
weeks  ago  from  Spain,  ad- 
vising  that  another  Span- 
iard,  Senor  Grilfo,  had 
taken  a  colour  film  of  a 
UFO  at  Mount  Montserrat, 
near  Barcelona.  Senor 
Grilfo  had  heard  of  Ri- 
bera*s  work  as  a  writer 
and  investigator  of  UFOs. 
So  he  went  to  see  him,  and 
gave  a  showing  of  his  film 
to  the  UFO  investigator. 

Ribera  wrote  that  this 
film  was  first-rate,  and 
asked  if  I  could  arrange 
for  it  to  be  analysed  by 
the  Royal  Air  Force.  I 
showed  his  letter  to  Ad¬ 
mirai  of  the  Fleet  the 
Lord  Hill-Norton,  who  is  a 
former  Chief  of  our  De- 
fence  Staff,  and  a  keen 
member  of  the  House  of 
Lords  UFO  Study  Group! 

Lord  Hill-Norton  wrote 
to  a  friend  of  his  in  our 
Minis  try  of  De  f  en  ce,  an 
Air  Marshal  who  is  Vice 


Chief  of  the  Air  Staff. 

Subsequently ,  Lord  Hill- 
Norton  wrote  and  told  me 
that  it  was  ail  arranged. 
As  he  was  going  abroad  for 
a  short  time,  I  was  asked 
to  ring  the  Air  Marshal. 
This  I  did,  and  it  was  ar¬ 
ranged  to  hand  the  film 
over  to  him  on  2  April. 

It  had  also  been  arrang¬ 
ed  for  the  two  Spaniards 
to  bring  the  film  over  to 
London,  and  give  a  screen¬ 
ing  of  it  to  the  Lords  UFO 
Group  on  the  evening  of  1 
April . 

Then,  a  few  days  ago  I 
received  an  international 
telegram  from  Ribera  read- 
ing  as  follows  : 

Cancel  arrangements  STOP 
fi  Im  confis  cate  d  STOP 
letter  follows  regards 
Antonio. 

Well,  what  do  you  read¬ 
ers  make  of  that?! 

At  the  time  of  writing 
this  article  I  am  still 
waiting  for  the  follow-up 
letter,  but  it  does  seem 
that  some  people  in  au- 
thority  are  more  than  in- 
terested  in  the  UFOs!  • 
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The  title  does  not  say 
so,  but  this  book  is  main- 
ly  a  compilation,  with 
some  analysis,  of  many  di¬ 
verse  Canadian  UFO  re¬ 
ports.  It  also  discusses 
aspects  of  the  UFO  pheno- 
menon  in  Canada,  and  is 
recommended  to  ail  inter- 
ested  in  the  subject  in 
this  country. 

The  first  five  chapters 
discuss  one  common  cate- 
gorization  of  UFO  reports: 
photographie  evidence , 
landings  and  physical 
traces,  physical  reactions 
to  sightings,  occupants, 
and  abductions.  Chapters  6 
and  7  deal  with  UFO  re¬ 
ports  in  the  vicinity  of 
military  installations  and 
sightings  reported  by  mil¬ 
itary  pilots.  Next,  a 
brief  discussion  is  pro- 
vided  about  UFOs  reported 
near  energy  generating 
sights  (ch.  8)  and  those 
which  cause  electro-mag- 
netic  effects  and  power 
blackouts  (ch.  9).  Chap¬ 
ters  10  and  11  discuss  UFO 
cases  stimulated  by  radar 
sightings  and  reports  of 
UFOs  by  Canadian  civilian 
pilots,  respectively .  In 
this  reviewer's  opinion 
the  book's  best  section  is 
"The  Canadian  Government 
and  UFOs"**  (ch.  12), 
whereas  the  final  chapter, 
entitled  "Future  Scénar¬ 
ios",  is  the  least  useful. 
The  book  is  extensive ly 
illustrated  and  contains 
a  good  bibliography  (4^ 


pages)  and  a  detailed 
index. 

This  book* s  main  utility 
is  that  it  has  brought  to- 
gether  a  great  deal  of 
widely  dispersed  informa¬ 
tion.  Bondarchuk  covers  a 
diverse  and  varyingly  il- 
luminated  terrain  -  the 
UFO  scene  in  Canada  -  and 
has  organized  information 
and  analysis  in  a  logical 
and  easily  readible  man- 
ner.  Useful  additions 
would  hâve  been  a  brief 
discussion  about  the  dif¬ 
ficultés  inhérent  in  the 
investigation  of  UFO  re¬ 
ports  and  an  outline  of 
the  scattered  Canadian 
groups  and  individuals  en- 
gaged  in  this  activity. 
Readers  interested  in  par- 
ticular  types  of  UFO  re¬ 
ports  and  in  the  subject 
in  general  in  Canada 
should  be  able  to  compre- 
hend  any  chapter  without 
necessarily  having  to  read 
the  preceding  ones . 

In  discussing  spécifie 
cases  the  author  frequent- 
ly  cites  information  from 
the  "Non-Meteori c  Sight- 
ing"  (i.e.,  UFO  report) 
file  of  the  National  Re¬ 
search  Council  (NRC)  in 
Ottawa.  (Bondarchuk  never 
makes  the  point  -  well- 
known  to  some  UFO  re- 
searchers  -  that  informa¬ 
tion  from  these  files  must 
be  copied  out  by  hand  be- 
cause  the  Canadian  govem- 
ment  will  not  permit  pho- 
tocopying  of  material  in 


the  files.)  Virtually  ail 
of  the  data  used  in  this 
book  are  drawn  from  the 
NRC  files  or  from  (other) 
secondary  sources,  and 
Bondarchuk  seems  to  hâve 
made  good  use  of  both.  Un- 
fortunâtely,  he  never  de- 
fines  UFOs  (or  the  whole 
subject  overall),  and 
throughout  the  book  he 
routine ly  assumes  that 
some  kind  of  extra-terres- 
trial  intervention  or  in¬ 
telligence  is  the  stimulus 
of  most  UFO  reports. 

In  his  interesting  pen- 
ultimate  chapter  about  the 
Canadian  govemment's  rôle 
in  UFO  research  Bondarchuk 
is  overly  generous  -  some 
would  say  downright  inac- 
curate  -  in  saying  that 
Canada  "can  at  least  boast 
of  having  initiated  pro¬ 
gressive  UFO  research 
policies"  (p.  175;  empha- 
sis  added)  .  The  only  such 
study  undertaken  by  the 
Canadian  govemment  -  Pro¬ 
ject  Second  Storey  -  ap- 
parently  did  very  little 
(as  Bondarchuk* s  book  re- 
veals  -  see  pp.  176-79)  in 
its  active  period  in  1952- 
53.  Project  Magnet,  the 
other  so-called  fédéral 
govemment  UFO  research 
project,  is  described  by 
the  National  Research 
Council  as  an  initiative 
of  Wilbert  B.  Smith,  a 
Canadian  radio  engineer 
working  with  the  fédéral 
Department  of  Transport, 
who  carried  out  most  of 
the  project* s  work  on  his 


**Readers  seeking  further  information  about  the  Canadian  govemment1  s  activity  and  in- 
volvement  in  the  UFO  field  should  also  consult  chapters  6  and  7  (pp.  45-75)  of  another 
recently  published  book  about  UFOs  in  Canada  -  THE  UFO  CONNECTIONS  by  Arthur  Bray  (av- 
ailable  directly  from  Jupiter  Publishing,  P. O.  Box  55283  Station  11 F ",  Ottaua3  Ontario 3

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own  time,  though  permit ted 
to  use  govemment  facili¬ 
tés  in  doing  so  (pp.  185- 
86) .  Bondarchuk  discusses 
the  controversy  surround- 
ing  both  projects  and  ob¬ 
serves  that  a  full  assess- 
ment  about  them  cannot  be 
made  yet  because  some  of 
the  results  of  their  work 
hâve  not  been  made  public 
(pp.  178-79,  185-89). 

Although  his  citations 
of  source  materials  are 
numerous,  the  author  fre¬ 
quent  ly  makes  broad  gen¬ 
eral  statements  without 
adéquate  (or  sometimes 
any)  documentation.  For 
example,  when  discussing 
unexplained  UFO  sightings 
by  Canadian  military  per¬ 
sonnel  he  says  that  "many 
observers  feel  that*'  the 
avai  labié  data  are  "only  a 
trickle  of  information, 
the  mere  tip  of  the  ice¬ 
berg"  (pp.  90-91) .  Simi- 
larly,  he  also  used  these 
phrases:  "many  cri tics 

feel*'  (p.  94);  "in  every 
known  case"  (p.  101);  "in 
many  ufological  circles" 
(p.  103);  "spéculation 

that..."  (p.  130);  and 
"These  are  just  a  few  of 
the  questions  that  to  date 
hâve  remained  unanswered 
under  the  pretext  of  pre- 
serving  our  national  se- 
curity"  (p.  115)  .  The 
author  does  not  identify 
the  numbers  of  observers, 
critics,  cases,  questions, 
etc. ,  or  even  those  of 
which  he  is  aware.  One 
final  ex  ample:  he  refers 

to  "every  known  case"  of 
UFOs  causing  electro-mag- 
netic  interférence  and/or 
temporary  failure  of  in¬ 
ternai  combustion  engines 
(pp.  129-30),  but  he  does 
not  say  how  many  such 
cases  he  knows  about  or 
who  has  studied  them  -  and 
how  extensively.  Such 
sweeping  statements  weaken 
the  book 's  credibility, 
parti  cul arly  as  Bondarchuk 
appears  not  to  know  the 


answers  to  these  ques¬ 
tions,  or  that  they  are 
important . 

Confidence  in  the  book 
is  also  weakened  somewhat 
by  the  author 's  ignorance 
(and,  apparently,  that  of 
his  publisher)  of  a  few 
minor  facts.  Bondarchuk 's 
reference  to  the  Privy 
Council  is  not  totally  ac- 
curate  as  well  as  mislead- 
ing  (p.  44) .  The  late 
Harold  Winch  was  a  well- 
known  CCF  (Co-operat ive 
Commonwe  a 1 th  Fédérât i on) 
Member  of  Parliament,  but 
the  book  says  that  he  was 
a  Progressive  Conservative 
MP  (p.  189)  . 

More  importantly,  Bon¬ 
darchuk  often  tends  to 
confuse  evidence  for 
proof.  f1Suspected  foot- 
prints  and  crédible  testi- 
monies  by  witnesses  under 
hypnosis"  do  not  consti- 
tute  "undisputable  proof", 
as  he  asserts  (p.  56;  em- 
phasis  added) .  In  UFO  re¬ 
search  the  witnesses  must 
be  crédible  in  order  to  be 
believed.no  matter  how  in- 
credible  is  their  testi- 
mony,  whether  revealed 
under  hypnosis  or  other- 
wise . 

This  reviewer's  most 
important  criticism  of  the 
book  is  that  Bondarchuk 
annoyingly  assumes  that 
UFO  cases  are  caused  by 
extra- terre s tri al  intelli¬ 
gence  (ETI)  -  as  if  it 
were  an  automatic  connec¬ 
tion.  Examples:  "créatures 
from  another  world"  (p. 
78)  ;  "spacenappings"  to 
describe  UFO  abductions 
(p.  79);  the  abductees' 
"contact  with  alien  be- 
ings"  (p.  79);  "the  abduc¬ 
tion  and  space  voyage  of .  . 
Cari  Higdon"  (p.  80);  "di¬ 
agnoses  by.... alien  physi- 
cians"  (p.  81);  "terrest- 
rial  guests"  of  "alien 
entités"  (p.  81)  ;  and 
"cosmic  Marcus  Welbys"  (p. 
82).  The  author' s  bias  to- 
wards  the  ETI  explanation 


is  most  obvious  in  his 
very  brief  and  weak  con¬ 
clusions  chapter:  "...di¬ 
rect  contact  between  the 
Earth's  inhabitants  and 
UFO  beings  is  not  only  in¬ 
évitable  but  also  imminent 

-  probably  before  the  year 

2000"  (p.  195).  How  so? 

Why?  Bondarchuk  does  not 
tell  us.  On  the  other 
hand,  he  does  offer  a  few 
useful  semi-agnostic 

statements,  such  as  ".  .the 
behaviour  of  visiting  UFOs 
and  their  occupants  sug- 
gests  that  there  is  a 
sense  of  purpose  behind 
these  excursions."  Agreed, 
but  he  then  says:  "It  is 
inconceivable  that  their 
journeys  to  a  peripheral 
planet  such  as  ours  are 
merely  haphazara  or  mind- 
less."  ETI  again.  Most 
knowledgeab le  UFO  re- 
searchers  would  likely 
agréé  that  thoroughly  in- 
vestigated  but  unexplained 

-  perhaps  unexpl  ainable  - 

UFO  reports  constitute 
evidence  (not  necessarily 
proof)  of  a  genuinely 
unique  and  important  puz¬ 
zle  which  the  scientific 
community  cannot  explain, 
but  that  ETI  may  or  mav 
not  be  one  of  the  answers 
to  the  UFO  riddle.  In  such 
a  situation  of  inconclu¬ 
sive  evidence  the  best  re- 
sponse  is  that  taken,  for 
example,  by  McMaster  Uni- 
versity  physicists  after 
they  studied  Pat  McCar¬ 
thy  's  famous  photographs 
of  a  UFO  near  Waterdown, 
Ontario,  on  March  18, 
1975.  Bondarchuk  quotes 
the  Hamilton  Spectator  as 
saying  that:  "Ail  we  can 

say  with  absolute  certain- 
tyisthatit  is  an  un- 
identified  flying  object. 
Beyond  that  it's  ail  hy- 
pothesis"  (cited  on  p. 
17)  .  One  regrets  that  Bon¬ 
darchuk  did  not  take  the 
same  position  in  his  gen- 
erally  informative  and 
useful  book.  • 
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What  makes  a  good  UFO 
sighting?  Is  it  the  prox- 
imity  of  the  object,  de¬ 
tail,  noise  or  lack  of  it, 
the  rare  presence  of  an 
occupant  (which  needless 
to  say  makes  any  sighting 
a  good  one) ,  or  something 
else  of  a  tangible  sort 
that  the  witness  remem- 
bers?  While  ail  of  these 
things  hâve  a  part,  of 
course,  I  think  an  import¬ 
ant  quality  of  a  good 
sighting  is  something  in¬ 
tangible,  and  for  that 
reason  it  may  be  lost  from 
whatever  report  is  made, 
formai  or  otherwise. 

I  refer  to  the  air  of 
purpose  of  a  UFO.  Obvious- 
ly  a  strange  craft  that 
flashes  past  will  not  make 
the  same  impression  as  one 
that  pauses  in  flight,  but 
how  much  more  must  the 
latter  do  to  show  an  Mair 
of  purpose”  and  qualify  as 
the  subject  of  a  good 
sighting?  Not  necessarily 
a  great  deal,  given  cir- 
cumstances  in  which  its 
presence  becomes  logical 
and  interesting.  Let  me 
offer  an  outstanding  ex¬ 
ample  that  cornes  to  mind. 
It  is  taken  from  CUFOR 


vol.  3,  no.  7. 

The  scene  was  off  thp 
west  coast  of  Vancouver 
Island.  Although  the  long, 
often  fierce  nights  of 
winter  were  over,  Capt. 
A.  G.  Chamberlain  of  the 
C.S.S.  Parizeau  was  fully 
alert  as  he  and  his  helms- 
man  kept  watch  from  the 
wheelhouse  as  the  ship 
steamed  past  Barkley  Sound 
one  night  in  May,  1975. 
Towing  a  magnetometer ,  and 
with  a  group  of  scientists 
aboard,  it  was  conducting 
a  geophysical  survey  to 
measure  local  variations 
in  the  earthfs  magnetic 
field  and  at  the  same  time 
a  hydrographie  survey  to 
take  soundings. 

”It  was  rather  a  dirty 
night,”  the  captain  told 
me.  ”Very  heavily  overcast 
with  a  low  cloud  ceiling 
of  about  1,000  feet,  with 
light  drizzle. 

”1  had  been  walking  back 
and  forth  across  the 
wheelhouse  when  ahead  of 
us  I  saw  a  bright  light 
falling  from  the  cloud 
cover.  My  first  reaction 
was  that  it  was  a  fl  are, 
and  then  I  thought  of  a 
falling  meteorite  or 


shooting  star.  But  it  was 
too  large  for  that.  I  had 
just  decided  it  was  an 
aircraft  falling  in  fiâmes 
when  the  object  came  to  a 
dead  stop.  It  didn't  slow 
down,  it  just  stopped. 

”After  remaining  sta- 
tionary  for  a  brief  period 
about  half  a  mile  away  and 
two  or  three  hundred  feet 
above  the  water,  the  ob¬ 
ject  took  off  horizontally 
without  any  change  in  its 
altitude.  We  watched  it 
speed  away  for  about  eight 
or  nine  miles  until  it 
disappeared  in  the  rain. 
The  whole  sighting  lasted 
about  half  a  minute.” 

Emphasizing  ail  his 
measurements  were  guess- 
work,  though  based  on  long 
expérience  in  looking  out 
the  wheelhouse  Windows, 
Capt.  Chamberlain  estimat- 
ed  the  circular  or  oval 
object  to  be  200-250  feet 
in  diameter  and  about  50 
feet  in  depth.  Brilliantly 
lit  as  if  the  casing  it- 
self  was  luminous,  it  was 
pure  white  on  top  while 
the  lower  portion  was  a 
pulsating  red.  No  Windows 
or  openings  of  any  sort 
were  évident. 
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”This  thing  impressed  me 
as  being  an  immense  ob¬ 
ject,”  the  captain  added. 
”Its  maneuverability  as  it 
fell  and  the  speed  with 
which  it  disappeared  into 
the  distance  were  some¬ 
thing  I  couldn’t  possibly 
explain.  Neither  was  there 
any  sound. 

”The  impression  I  got 
while  the  object  was  sta- 
tionary  was  that  it  was  a 
beauti fully  engineered 
piece  of  equipment.” 

By  any  standard  Capt. 
Chamberlain  and  his  helms- 
man  had  a  good  sighting. 
The  shining  white  and  pul- 
sing  red  sections  of  the 
craft  gave  a  vivid  effect, 
and  it  is  noteworthy  that 
that  captain  was  impressed 
by  its  beautiful  engineer¬ 
ing.  However,  most  of  the 
impact  of  the  sighting  was 
caused  by  the  deliberate 
and  sudden  manner  in  which 
the  object  appeared  near 
the  hydrographie  ship  and 
remained  long  enough  to 
show  it  was  fully  curious 
about  what  was  going  on. 
Here  was  an  intelligence 
at  work .  Here  was  a  strik- 
ing  air  of  puroose,  though 
the  strange  machine  did  no 
more  than  hover  briefly. 
It  was  the  hydrographie 
ship  with  its  parapher- 
nalia  that  completed  the 
picture  of  something  im¬ 
portant  going  on. 

As  it  happened,  a  year 
earlier  almost  to  the  day 
and  less  than  50  miles  in- 
land  from  Barkley  Sound 
there  was  another  incident 
involving  the  sudden  ap- 
pearance  of  a  strange  fly- 
ing  object  through  low 
overcast.  Although  even 
more  spectacular  than  the 
later  case,  it  had  a  con- 
fused  pattern  and  I  in- 
clude  it  here  to  show  the 
effect  that  is  lost  when 
an  incident  has  no  appar¬ 
ent  purpose. 

The  sighting  occurred  at 


Cowichan  Lake  in  the 
south-central  section  of 
Vancouver  Island,  and  it 
was  reported  to  the  press 
by  motel  operator  Eric 
Meuser  who  watched  the 
dramatic  display  with  his 
wife  and  two  sons  (CUFOR 
vol .  3,  no.  2) . 

When  first  seen  just 
short  of  midnight  the  ob¬ 
ject  was  tumbling  from 
clouds  overhead,  trailing 
a  flaming  substance,  and 
the  Meusers  immédiat ely 
thought  with  horror  that 
they  were  watching  an  air- 
liner  on  fire  which  would 
plunge  into  the  lake  right 
in  front  of  their  place. 

But  seconds  later,  as 
the  craft  came  doser, 
they  realized  it  was  some¬ 
thing  strange.  There  were 
three  very  bright  masses 
of  orange  lights  spaced  in 
a  triangular  shape,  Meuser 
told  me  when  I  saw  him 
after  the  press  report. 
Tilted  at  a  slight  angle, 
the  lights  rotated  and 
were  obviously  attached  to 
a  large  body  of  some  sort, 
although  no  solid  form  was 
visib  le . 

”It  was  so  close  we 
thought  it  might  hit  us,” 
he  said.  ”It  was  tumbling 
down  in  a  steep  spiral  and 
looked  as  if  it  was  out  of 
control.  I  saw  many  planes 
shot  down  during  the  war 
and  that' s  exactly  what 
this  thing  looked  like. 

”But  suddenly  it  stopped 
right  over  that  island  out 
there  a  few  hundred  yards 
away,  though  it  was  never 
quite  still.  Besides  ro- 
tating,  it  kept  moving  in 
a  slight  arc  and  it  con- 
tinued  to  drop  its  flaming 
pièces.  Then  slowly  it 
moved  away  until  it  was 
out  of  sight.  Next  day  we 
crossed  over  to  the  island 
and  looked  carefully  ail 
around,  but  we  found  no- 
thing  unusual.” 

At  the  time  of  sighting 


a  satellite-tracking  sta¬ 
tion  had  just  gone  into 
operation  near  Cowichan 
Lake,  one  of  only  two  of 
its  kind  in  Canada.  Since 
there  was  nothing  else  of 
significance  in  the  area, 
that  might  explain  the 
presence  of  the  UFO  but 
could  it  also  explain  its 
fiery  behavior?  Without  a 
tidy  sequence  of  cause  and 
effect,  the  main  resuit  of 
that  incident  was  to  leave 
its  witnesses  bewildered 
and  a  little  alarmed. 

On  the  other  hand,  Capt. 
Chamberlain  in  his  hydro¬ 
graphie  survey  ship  stayed 
awake  most  of  the  night 
after  his  sighting,  pon- 
dering  the  skilful  though 
mystifying  feat  of  seek- 
and-find  airmanship  he  had 
just  witnessed. 

Since  Cowichan  Lake  is 
about  20  miles  from  Dun- 
can,  where  we  live,  it  was 
a  simple  matter  to  visit 
the  Meusers  after  their 
expérience  and  obtain  an 
on-the-spot  account  of 
what  happened.  It  ail 
seemed  so  close,  my  wife 
and  I  wondered  if  the 
fiery  object  had  flown 
over  our  place  as  well. 

Then  last  February  we 
had  another  flaming  UFO  to 
wonder  about.  This  happen¬ 
ed  when  the  phone  rang  and 
the  cal  1er  said  the  night 
before  he  and  his  wife  had 
seen  a  strange  object,  ap¬ 
parent  ly  on  fire,  flying 
in  the  direction  of  Cowi¬ 
chan  Lake!  A  quick  calcu¬ 
lation  showed  it  must  hâve 
passed  within  a  couple  of 
miles  of  our  house. 

Our  informant  identified 
himself  as  Don  McRae ,  a 
local  résident.  He  said 
the  craft,  flying  sound- 
lessly  at  about  2,000 
feet,  had  a  revolving 
light  on  top,  a  bright 
searching  light  on  the 
bottom  and  was  dropping 
chunks  of  glowing  red  mat- 
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erial.  A  balloon  with 
fireworks  was  out  of  the 
question  because  the  ob- 
ject  moved  at  an  angle 
against  the  wind. 

Suddenly  a  particularly 
large  chunk  fell  out  and 
at  that  instant  the  whole 
device  disappeared,  still 
in  total  silence.  There 
was  no  revolving  light,  no 
searchlight  and  no  more 
drooping  pièces . 

Again,  what  was  the  pur- 
pose?  Of  ail  the  strange 
features  of  the  whole 
strange  UFO  phenomenon, 
the  flaming  craft  that  re¬ 
mains  airbome  or  simply 
disappears  sometimes  seems 
strangest  of  ail.

While  coincidence  plays 
a  real,  though  perhaps 
largely  unrecognized  part 
in  every  aspect  of  life,  I 
sometimes  wonder  whether 
in  this  UFO  business  it 
carries  a  little  more 
authority  than  elsewhere. 
For  instance,  over  the 
past  few  years  I  hâve  been 
in  touch  with  Dorothy 
Wilkinson  of  Richmond, 
B.C.,  who  has  had  extra- 
ordinary  results  with  what 
appears  to  be  psychic 
pho tography .  Dorothy 1  s 

gift  in  that  usually  vague 
field  is  so  pronounced 
that,  following  some  inner 
prompting,  she  will  aim 
her  caméra  at  the  clear 
evening  sky  and  capture  on 
film  the  images  of  extra- 
ordinary  and  colorful 
aerial  activity  as  if 
UFOs ,  usually  invisible  to 
the  naked  eye ,  were  per- 
forming  for  her  personal 
benefit.  From  time  to  time 
she  will  send  me  prints  of 
her  better  shots,  several 
of  which  hâve  appeared  in 
CU  FO  R. 

In  time  I  hope  to  say 
something  more  about  Dor¬ 


othy  ?  s  work  in  these  pages 
but  the  insight  I  wish  to 
offer  now  is  that  on  two 
separate  occasions,  while 
I  was  writing  about  her 
almost  eerie  photography, 
the  phone  on  my  desk  rang 
and  it  was  Dorothy  calling 
to  explain  precisely  the 
point  which  I  in  turn  was 
trying  to  explain  to  my 
readers.  Her  timing  from  a 
distance  of  100  miles  or 
so,  and  without  her  know- 
ing  when  I  would  be  at  my 
typewriter,  was  literally 
breath-taking  and  about  as 
eerie  as  her  photos. 

Because  of  Dorothy* s 
psychic  gifts  there  was 
probably  something  more 
than  coincidence  involved. 
Obviously  she  is  tuned  to 
influences  far  beyond  the 
reach  of  most  of  us,  and^I 
can  well  understand  the 
words  of  one  of  her 
friends ,  also  a  psychic, 
who  described  her  as  an 
Mopen  channel”  who  must 
learn  to  protect  herself 
from  her  own  images  (which 
apparently  she  has  now 
done) . 

A  few  days  ago  (late  in 
March)  I  had  another  ex¬ 
périence  with  "coin- 
cidence"  while  I  was  put- 
ting  some  material  to- 
gether  on  mini-UFOs.  After 
referring  to  these  in  my 
last  entry  for  CUFOR  Note¬ 
book,  I  came  across  more 
items  about  encounters 
with  tiny  craft  which  I 
then  filed  for  possible 
use  later.  I  still  had  my 
eye  out  for  anything  else 
of  the  same  sort  when  a 
phone  call  came  from  Linda 
Crichton,  13,  a  schoolgirl 
in  this  area  to  whom  I  had 
earlier  sent  a  couple  of 
copies  of  CUFOR  to  help  in 
one  of  her  writing  assign- 
ments . 

Linda  was  phoning  now  to 
say  that  she,  with  five 
school-friends ,  had  just 
had  a  sighting  of  her  own 


-  and  unknown  to  her  she 
chalked  up  another  mark 
for  coincidence.  She  said 
that  while  she  and  her 
friends  were  playing  out- 
side  the  evening  before, 
they  saw  a  faintly  glowing 
light-colored  object  hov- 
ering  between  trees  at  the 
foot  of  a  slope  below 
them.  Linda  guessed  it  was 
slightly  more  than  100 
feet  away,  yet  they  could 
clearly  see  it  was  -some¬ 
thing  strange.  Cigar- 
shaped,  it  had  a  red  light 
at  one  end  and  three  or 
more  whitish  lights  on 
top . 

But  what  Linda  stressed 
in  particular  was  the  size 
of  the  object.  It  was  only 
about  a  foot  long,  she 
said! 

For  such  a  small  craft, 
its  ability  to  handle  it- 
self  was  remarkable.  From 
almost  tree-top  level,  and 
keeping  carefully  clear  of 
branches,  it  lowered  it- 
self  to  a  point  about 
three  feet  from  the  ground 
where  it  hovered  in  a 
tempting  position  for 
doser  inspection. 

Hésitant  but  curious, 
the  children  started  down 
the  slope  but  apparently 
for  the  object  the  game 
was  over.  When  the  child¬ 
ren  were  about  halfway 
there,  it  vanished,  and 
they  found  nothing  al- 
though  they  continued  as 
far  as  the  trees  and 
searched  well . 

Perhaps  Lindafs  call, 
coming  when  it  did,  was 
merely  coincidence  or  per¬ 
haps  she  had  just  seen  a 
member  of  the  same  in¬ 
vasion  of  mini-UFOs  I  had 
been  reading  about.  What- 
ever  the  case,  contacts 
like  this  one  and  Dor¬ 
othy*  s  are  what  keeps  a 
UFO  reporter  going.  Baf- 
fled  though  he  may  be,  he 
would  not  miss  the  next 
surprise  for  anything.  • 
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A  man  mysteriously  loses  seven 
hours  of  his  life  and  is 
launched  into  a  sériés  of 
incredible  events  spanning 
twenty-five  years  and  two 
continents .
